Vandals who apparently 
came equipped with tools Satur­ 
day night toppled KTIM ’s 200- 
foot AM tower on the Silveira 
Ranch property, north of the 
Marin County Civic Center. 
Crews worked yesterday to 
erect a temporary antenna, but 
the station’s AM transmission 
was working only intermittently 
today, according to station 
manager Robert W. Dinsmore. 
The station’s FM transmis­ 
sion, which operates from an­ 
other tower, was not affected. 
Sheriff’s officers said the 
damage was discovered at 7:30 
a.m. yesterday, when Richard 
Marshall, the station’s chief en­ 
gineer, found the tower knocked 
down. 
Deputy Alfred B. Curry said 
that at least two persons must 
have been involved in the dam­ 
age. He said a step-ladder had 
been propped against the base 
of a cement block to which a 
guy wire holding the tower was 
attached. 
The vandals had loosened six 
turnbuckles on a guy wire and 
with that loose, the wind blew 
the tower over, Curry said. 
He said the top half of the 
tower appeared badly dam­ 
aged. 


Dinsmore said both he and 
sheriff’s officers believed the 
vandals had planned the de­ 
struction.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — ITT 
President Harold S. Geneen ac­ 
knowledged today he offered to 
contribute funds to the CIA to 
support the opponent of Marxist 
Salvador Allende in Chile’s 1970 
presidential election. 
Geneen told Senate investiga­ 
tors, however, that “ the subject 
was obviously dropped” and 
insisted that ITT never contrib­ 
uted money “ to any person or 
to any agency of any govern­ 
ment to block the election of 
Dr. .Allende.” 
A Central Intelligence Agency 
official, William V. Broe, testi­ 
fied last week that Geneen of­ 
fered to help finance a block 
Allende effort by contributing 
to Allende’s No. 1 opponent. 
Broe said the CIA rejected the 
offer. 
Geneen testified “ I under­ 
stand Mr. Broe recalls that I 
raised a question whether a 
contribution could be made 
through the agency to support a 
democratic candidate. He says 
he said ’no.’ 
“ I don’t recall this part of the 
conversation, but it is a matter 
I might well have raised in 
view of my concerns,” Geneen 
said. 
“ Since.I have no recollection 
to the contrary, I accept it. In 
any event, the subject was ob­ 
viously dropped and I did noth­ 
ing further about it.” 
Geneen insisted that “ ITT did 
not take any steps to block the 
election of Salvador Allende as 
President of Chile.”

The South Vietnamese and 
the Communists worked out a 
unique two-hour truce within a 
truce on March 25 to allow 
government evacuation helicop­ 
ters into the base to take out 
the wounded. The truce was 
called after the South Vietnam­ 
ese threaten ed to attack in 
force. 
Since then, 60 others have 
been wounded and four killed, 
bringing the total number of 
casualties since Feb. 26 to 15 
killed and 109 wounded. 


Refuge Denied 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The 
immigration office announced 
yesterday that Sweden will no 
longer give refuge to U.S. 
armed forces deserters or draft 
resisters. But it said Americans 
already inweden can stay. 
Kjell Oeberg. the chief of the 
immigration office, said the So­ 
cial Democratic government of 
Prem ier Olof Palm e — himself 
a harsh critic of the U.S. policy 
in Southeast Asia — decided in 
1969 that only deserters or draft 
resisters facing possible service 
in “ a theater of w ar” could 
obtain permission to live and 
work in Sweden.

Energy Needs 


LONDON (UPI) — The world 
petroleum industry will have to 
spend $1 trillion 'between 1970 
and 1985 to meet the demand 
for energy, but it is doubtful 
under present economic condi­ 
tions that the money can be 
raised, the Chase Manhattan 
Bank said today. 
“ The requirements for ntu- 
ral gas, too. will be more than 
double,” the report said. “ Much 
of the oil and natural gas that 
will be needed has not yet been 
found.” it said. 
“ Based on past experience, 
the energy economists predict 
that under present conditions 
the most that the industry culd 
generate internally would be 
$600 billion, leaving $400 billion 
to be obtaind through the capi­ 
tal m arkets,” the report added.

BELFAST (UPI) — Northern 
Ireland emerged today from its 
quietest weekend in months and 
the army credited it to a new 
“ iron curtain” surrounding Bel­ 
fast’s main trouble spots.

sniper shot and wounded 
a British soldier in the town of 
Newry and a bomb wrecked a 
small seaside hotel 20 miles 
east of Belfast Saturday.

there.” 


Tiger Drive 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - The 
Indian government launched a 
$5.2 million campaign, yester­ 
day to save tigers from extinc­ 
tion. 
T o u rism M in iste r K aran 
Singh, announcing “ Project Ti­ 
ger,” said, “ The tiger, which is 
now a symbol of the entire 
wildlife and has enriched the 
lives of m any generations, 
might not be seen by our chil­ 
dren when they grow up if the 
present trend is not reversed.” 
Plans call for the immediate 
renovation of nine game pre­ 
serves designed to nurture the 
dwindling tiger population back 
to strength. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A 
c o m p u te r-b a se d sy ste m to 
process Medi-Cal claims has 
run $4.5 million over its budget, 
paid twice for the same serv­ 
ices and sent checks to the 
wrong persons, the legislature’s 
auditor general reports. 
Depite the errors and “ still 
u n reso lv e d p ro g ra m p ro b ­ 
lem s,” the 42-page study de­ 
clared “ the state has prem a­ 
turely accepted and made final 
p aym ents” for the Medi-Cal 
Management System. 
The report, prepared by Wal­ 
ter J. Quinn, acting deputy 
auditor general, stated claims 
were “paid in excess of allowa­ 
ble lim its” in addition to the 
duplicate payments and checks 
going to wrong providers. 
But it added, “ We were not 
able to estim ate the magnitude 
of erroneous payments nor do 
we know to what extent erro­ 
neous payments have been re­ 
turned.” 
In summarizing the report, 
Assemblyman Vincent Thomas, 
D-San Pedro, chairm an of the 
Joint Legislative Audit Commit­ 
tee, declared, "P ro ced u re s 
have been developed which en­ 
courage improper disbursement 
of funds. 
"C lerical personnel m ake 
m ajor decisions in overriding 
programmed computer controls 
resulting in payments which 
a- 
not reviewed or audited,” 
said. 
The request for the study 
grew out of complaints from, 
hospitals and other providers of 
Medi-Cal services th a t th eir 
claims were not being paid. 
"Paym ents through the sys­ 
tems have been very slow with 
some entered in the system in 
August and September 192 still 
unpaid,” Thomas stated. 


The current state budget al­ 
lots $2.6 million to be paid to 
Health Care Services Adminis­ 
trators for the peration of the 
system through June 30. 
The group, a joint venture 
involving Pacific Mutual Life 
Insurance Ch., Occidental Life 
Insurance and California-West­ 
ern States Life Insurance, has 
already received $3.5 million. 
The report said another $3.5 
million will be required to oper­ 
ate the system through June 30, 
bringing the total to $7 million 
or about $4.5 million more than 
was budgeted. 
According to the study, more 
than $180,000 worth of checks 
have been returned by provi­ 
ders, such as hospitals and 
doctors, apparently because the 
checks were duplicates of ear­ 
lier payments or were sent to 
the wrong person. 
The report stated 71 fictitious 
oeneficiary names and more 
than 60,000 fictitious beneficiary 
numbers have been introduced 
into the computer system to 
provide payments where identi­ 
fication is not complete.

I'm convinced the 
vintners of Franco and Germany will continue to increase their prices as long as we 
Americans are silty enough to pay and this frightens me. H frightens me partly 
inflated on th 
because the French and German wine prices are being inflated on the basis of 
demand as opposed to increased costs and I consider such business practices 
somewhat dishonorable. What bothers me more is that we are letting them get 
away with these unreasonable prices. Now I readily admit that California does net 
produce enough first rate wine to moot our needs and that some importing must bo 
done. I'll also admit that there are still some excellent wine values from Europe in 
terms of both price and auality, and if you can find them (we have many) you may 
actually get more quality for your dollar than you would got purchasing 
comparable California typos. However, when the big fellow controlling famous 
chateaux and vineyards in Europe continue to inflate their prices because there 
appears to be no limit to what Americans will pay then I say balderdash — this 
must stop. What a wonderful position for a French or Gorman grower to be in: 
What the Americans won't buy, the Japanese will.

in 1950. “Last minute gifts,” or 
those made “in contemplation 
of death” may still be set aside 
and taxed. Uncle will question 
gifts you might make within, 
three years of death. 
The heirs may be able to 
show that the donor had a. “life 
motive.” For example, he may 
have gotten married recently. 
Or started a new business. Or 
adopted children. These factors 
would indicate a “life motive,” 
not contemplation of death. So 
the gift is not taxed as a part of 
the inheritance or estate. 
You may make gifts in trust 
— or in trust accounts. Suppose 
you keep a "string on the gift,” 
such, as reserving use of the1 
income for life? This will show 
you still regard yourself as the 
owner. The taxman, treats the 
bank account or trust property 
as if you are still owner. 
Can you make a. gift, but. hold 
on to it as long as you live? 
Generally, no. Say you give 
your home to your son, signing 
a deed to the property. But you 
stay in the house, living there 
rent free. 'The house would, still 
be considered part of your es­ 
tate. Technically, you have re­ 
tained a life interest. 
Suppose you set up a joint 
bank account. You put in $5,000. 
The other person puts in $38.50. 
Here there is no valuable con­ 
tribution by the other party. 
This is not a completed gift. 
You still have control, over the 
joint account. ~ 
Even if you escape the inher­ 
itance man, if the gifts are 
large, then the gift tax man will 
come knocking on your door. 
Generally., though, his, bite is 
smaller. 
Good estate planning can 
greatly reduce taxes. Note: Cal­ 
ifornia lawyers offer this col­ 
umn so you may know about 
our laws.

SAN FRANCISCO — Judge 
.Albert Wollenberg of U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court has approved a reor­ 
ganization program for San 
Francisco and Oakland Helicop­ 
ter .Airlines Inc., under which 
the company is allowed to stay 
in business and issue new se­ 
curities to its creditors. 


Judge Wollenberg called the 
plan, formulated through work­ 
ing with company creditors un- 
under th e B ankruptcy A ct, 
“fair, equitable and feasible.” 


The plan does not provide 
anything for the old stockhold­ 
ers since the judge found that 
SFO has current liabilities of 
$4.9 million compared to a total 
value of the company of about 
$3.6 million.. 


The secured creditors of the 
financially troubled airline are 
owed about $1,452,999, while un­ 
secured creditors were owed 
nearly $3.5 million. 


The reorganization plan calls 
for Trans World Airlines, which 
is owed about $1,099,000, to get 
$500,000 in new Class A com­ 
mon stock with the rest of the 
debt to be paid in 60-monthly 
installments. 


A new issue of G ass B stock 
totalling 702,000 shares will be 
distributed, pro rata to the re­ 
maining creditors.

WASHINGTON (UP1) — Rep. 
Les Aspin, B-Wis., says the 
White House plans to more than 
double the fleet of helicopters 
reserved for its own use at a.

In a weekend statement, As­ 
pin said President Nixon should 
take his budget pruning battle 
to his own department by can­ 
celing an order for 17 new 
helicopters used to carry digni­ 
taries to and from the rear 
lawn of the White House. 
The White House already has 
16 helicopters that are only one 
year old, Aspin said. 
Pentagon officials, however, 
said the new aircraft would not 
be added to the present fleet 
but would replace it, with the 16 
helicopters reverting to mili­ 
tary use.

Youth's Life Is Saved 
By Rare Heart Surgery 


Stephen C. Brocksen is alive 
today and he has the surgical 
and emergency staff at Marin 
General Hospital to thank for 
that. 
The 16-year-old Novato youh 
suffered a torn aorta in a mo­ 
torcycle accident Saturday, an 
injury that is fatal in about 98 
per cent of all cases, according 
to a hospital spokesman. 
Brocksen, hurt when his cycle 
and a car collided head-on on 
Nicasio Valley 
Road, 
was 
rushed to the hospital with mas­ 
sive hemorrhaging from the 
major artery leading from the 
heart. 


Following emergency treat­ 
ment. he underwent an aortic 
graft, the first time the proce­ 
dure has been performed in 
Marin. 
The spokesman said surgeons 
used plastic tubing to bypass 
the damaged part of the artery 
so they could work on it. Plastic 
material was also used to re­ 
pair the hole in the arterial 
wall. 
Brocksen spent nine hours in 
surgery and received 25 pints of 
blood — his entire blood supply 
was replaced twice — including 
two pints donated by physicians 
who were observing the unusual 


operation. 
The teen-ager remained in 
critical condition today in the 
hospital's intensive care unit, 
but he was reported conscious 
and able to talk. 


Brocksen. of 840 Sutro Ave­ 
nue, was injured shortly before 
noon when his northbound cycle 
collided with a southbound car 
driven by Jill A. Grismas. 27, of 
86 Mesa Road, Point Reyes 
Station, near the intersection of 
Nicasio 
and 
Lucas Valley 
roads. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol had no details of the acci­ 
dent. 
Mrs. Grismas complained of 
chest pains following the crash 
and 6-year-old Monro Grismas, 
a passenger in the ear, received 
a bump on the head.

Radio Bid 


Redwood High School’s at­ 
tempts to operate its own radio 
station have failed because 
there are no clear frequencies 
available in the Bay Area. 


The Tamalpais High School 
District applied to the Federal 
Communications Commission 
last December for a license to 
operate the FM station, which 
was to have broadcast to the 
entire Ross Valley. 


Truman Whorton, industrial 
arts teacher, who launched the 
radio station venture today said 
it appears there is no way 
Redwood can solve the dilem­ 
ma. 


“ We've been advised that we 
could wait until 1975 and then 
challenge the relicensing of 
KPFA in Berkeley (a nonprofit 
educational station) because it 
has two frequencies," he said. 


“ But the legal costs of the 
challenge would be $25.000. so 
that's out," said Whorton.

As Sausalito Trustees 


' Three persons who filed for 
three available seats on the 
‘Sausalito School District board 
-of trustees are scheduled to be1 
^appointed to the posts at to­ 
day’s meeting of the board at 
7:30 p.m. in the district office. 
Incumbents Barbara S. Har­ 
ris and Betty J. Times had 
sought reelection and Douglas 
Fancher had filed for the seat 
made vacant by trustee Jesse 
E. Berry’s decision not to .run 
again. 
Since no, more than three 
candidates sought the seats, in 
the first uncontested election in 
the district in recent years, the 


trio will be appointed to the 
board for terms which will be­ 
gin July I . 
Dr. Virgil S. Hollis, Marin 
County superintendent of 
schools, will administer the 
oath of office. 
The board will also consider a 
recommendation by its master 
plan sterring committee that it 
adopt a resolution of intent to 
locate all students in one 
school. Currently the district 
operates two facilities, Bayside 
and Martin Luthering. 
The steering committee had 
suggested that one school be 
constructed on the Bayside site 


and that all students be housed 
at King School while construc­ 
tion is going on. 
The expanded school facility 
could be built with the $276,000 
which the district will receive 
from the city of Sausalito, if 
voters approve an upcoming 
bond issue to purchase the old 
Central School for use as a new 
city hall.

talked about what he thought 
future man should be: a new 
aborigine. 
Sherman Chickering, a mem­ 
ber of the Lonaku Community, 
told students they must “re­ 
claim their pre-civilization heri­ 
tage” through martial arts or 
“struggle games.” 
He and members of the Lon­ 
aku commune are living a styl­ 
ized version of the scavenger 
forager life of modern man’s 
ancestors, coming into direct 
exposure with his environment. 
“We are making a place after 
5,000 years for the male hor­ 
mone,” he said. 
This hormone, he said, only 
manifests itself when men tests 
himself against his environ 
ment in “turf struggles,” when 
the aborigine is in constant 
contact with opposing forces. 
Commune members reenact 
struggles of precivilization man 
through martial arts. They 
dress in black with packets of 
white 
powder 
under their 
clothes. The object of the game 
is to explode packets on the 
opponent, winning the game. 
These games express man’s 
need to “feel out” his environ­ 
ment and without them man 
becomes paranoid, frustrated, 
belligeren t toward society, 
Chickering said. 
Young people, the children of 
affluent America, he said, are 
turning away from the life style 
of/their fathers because “none 
of this involves my body, none 
of this feels real.” 
Martial arts, expressing what 
he called the “territorial imper­ 
ative,” or struggle for an unde­ 
fined area or secure base, in­ 
volves the discipline of mind, 
spirit and body.” 
Members of the Lonaku com­ 
mune, until recently, lived on a 
patch of land in Napa County, 
which was taken over by the 
Napa School District, he said. 
The Future Fare was an all­ 
day event at the college’s Har­ 
lan Center and presented 39 
progras, many running simul­ 
taneously and including such

Museum Learns 
Mosaic Is Stolen 


NEWARK, N.J. <1 P I» - A 
4th Century Roman mosaic 
fragment acquired by Newark 
Museum in 1970 has been identi 
fied as one of two stolen pieces 
taken by thieves shortly after 
they were discovered in 1967. 
Samuel C. Miller, director of 
the museum, confirmed Sunday 
reports that the nearly 10-foot 
square mosaic was one of the 
stolen pieces taken shortly after 
they were unearthed by a team 
of Belgian archaeologists in 
Syria 
Miller said the museum pur­ 
chased the mosaic piece from a 
New York dealer for "less than 
$10.000." which he described as 
respectable and prestigious. He 
said he believed the dealer had 
acted in good faith and "might 
have been taken somewhat 
himself." 
Miller said the stolen piece of 
treasure was identified during a 
"quiet investigation conducted 
by the museum and an arcaeol- 
ogist. 
The piece was one of two 
floor mosaics depicting two 
bare-breasted Amazons, armed 
and on horse back, hunting a 
ion and a leopard with lances. 
They were reported stolen 


from a room in the Roman 
governor s palace at Apamea, a 
noted archaeolgical site in 
western Syria. I>ocation of the 
>econd piece remins unknown. 
Miller said, but archaeologists 
believe it may have been de­ 
stroyed by the thieves. 


Miller denied a I»ndon news 
report which said the museum 
planned to return the fragment 
to the Syrian government. He 
said the matter would be decid­ 


ed by the museum's board of 
trustees, and said the situation 
was not considered serious 
enough to warrant an investiga­ 
tion by law enforcement author­ 
ities here. 


"We can’t make grand state­ 
ments at this time," he said. 
• Rest assured the museum is 
distresed. but must act with 
legal counsel and advice be­ 
cause we have a reputation 
involved here." 
He said a trustees meeting 
scheduled for April 9 might be 
moved lip now that the story 
has been made public. He said 
the trustees would make recom­ 
mendations concerning the mu­ 
seum's research into the mosa­ 
ic fragment.

Necessity Lacking 
For 3 Propositions 


Fou r city boards and com­ 
missions arc prov ided for by 
the San Rafael city charter: 
the board of edu cation, fire 
commission, parks and recrea­ 
tion commission, and board of 
library tru stees. 


There is a fifth: the planning 
commission. Howev er, it is not 
mentioned in the charter for 
the simple reason that su ch a 
thing as a planning commission 
had not occu rred to any body 
when the charter was adopted 
in 
1912. 
It 
was 
created by 
ordinance, with its size fix ed at 
sev en members. 


THE HOARDS and commis­ 
sions set u p by the charter 
hav e fiv e members each. The 
city cou ncil wou ld like to be 
free to chang e the nu mber of 
members on fire commission, 
parks and recreation commis­ 
sion, and library board. It 
seeks that au thority in Proposi­ 
tions II, J and K on the April 17 
mu nicipal election ballot. 
Proposition II refers to the 
fire commission, Proposition J 
to the parks and recreation 
commission, and Proposition K 
to the library board. The three 
are otherwise identical: “Shall 
the (appropriate section) of the 
charter of the City of San 
Rafael be amended to prov ide 
that the city cou ncil shall set 
the nu mber of members . . . by 
ordinance or resolu tion?” 
Apparently the intent of the 
city cou ncil is.to increase the 
three bodies to sev en members 
each, with the idea that this 
wou ld g iv e better assu rance of 
hav ing a q u oru m present. (The 
record fails to bear ou t that 
sev en-m em ber com m issions 
mu ster a q u oru m mu ch more 
reg u larly than fiv e-m em ber 


commissions, bu t that has been 
pu t forth as a reason for 
chang e.) 


HOWEVER, as City Atty . 
Fred C. Robbins Jr. interprets 
the propositions, 
they wou ld 
g iv e the cou ncil au thority to set 
the membership of these three 
boards at zero. In other words, 
u nder these propositions, the 
cou ncil cou ld abolish the fire 
commission, parks and recrea­ 
tion commission, and library 
board. 


A case mig ht be made for 
abolishing the fire commission. 
It was set u p becau se at the 
time the charter was adopted, 
San Rafael had an all-v olu nteer 
fire department and a commis­ 
sion was deemed necessary to 
keep city control of it. We 
dou bt, howev er, that the city 
cou ncil wou ld seriou sly consi­ 
der abolishing the parks and 
recreation commission or the 
library board. 


Some fu tu re city cou ncil 
mig ht, thou g h — if the way 
were left open by the proposed 
charter amendments. 


WE DO NOT like backdoor 
methods. If the cou ncil wants 
to abolish a c h a rte r-c re a te d 
com m ission, its abolishm ent 
shou ld be pu t u p to the v oters 
— not a dev ice by which it 
cou ld be abolished u nder the 
g u ise of chang ing the nu mber 
of members. 


We see no necessity for in­ 
creasing or decreasing the 
membership of any of these 
boards. A fiv e-member board is 
probably the 
most workable 
size. 
We therefo re reco mmend re­ 
jectio n o f Pro po sitio ns H, J a nd 
K. 


Adapting Raccoons 


Zoolog ists say that by de­ 
stroy ing and chang ing the wild, 
wooded areas of Marin to su b­ 
du ed su bu rbs loaded with cats 
and dog s, we destroy the natu ­ 
ral habitat of the wild crea­ 
tu res. Unq u estionably tru e. Bu t 
some adapt to the altered habi­ 
tat with amazing tenacity . 
Raccoons, for ex ample, don't 


g iv e g rou nd. They g row fat 
where lig htpoles replace trees. 
C onc re te c u lv e r ts prov ide 
homes. 
Raccoons liv ed in California 
tens of thou sands of y ears be­ 
fore the arriv al of the Indians. 
They are not g oing to be dispos­ 
sessed by any late-coming u p­ 
starts.

Transit plans of v ital interest to Marin 
are being drafted with v irtu ally no in­ 
v olv ement by Marin citizens. 
D ecisions on stations and rou ting s 
throu g h San Francisco will be made 
entirely by San Francisco citizens u nless 
M arinites wake u p and join the citizen 
panel adv ising Golden Gate Bridg e Dis­ 
trict consu ltants who are planning the 
fu tu re rapid transit sy stem.

If 
Marin citizens leav e the job to political 
infig hting among San Francisco g rou ps, 
the resu lt may be a transit sy stem that 
fails to serv e the v ery people u sing it. 
Details of the stu dy will be ex plained 
by the board of control of the Golden 
G ate C orridor T ransportation Stu dy , 
which ov ersees the consu ltants' work, at 
7:30 p.m. today in the planning commis­ 
sion cham bers of the Marin Civ ic Center. 
The citizen panel will hold its first 
meeting in Marin at 8 p.m. on April 10 in 
Sau salito's Central School. Membership 
on the panel still is open to any one.

Museum Learns 
Mosaic Is Stolen 


NEWARK. N .J. i I T 11 — A 
4th Century Roman m osaic 
fragm ent acquired by Newark 
Museum in 1970 has been identi­ 
fied as one of two stolen pieces 
taken by thieves shortly after 
they were discovered in 1%7. 
Samuel C. Miller, director of 
the museum, confirmed Sunday 
reports that the nearly 10-foot 
square mosaic was one of the 
tolen pieces taken shortly after 
they were unearthed by a team 
of B elgian a rc h a e o lo g ists in 
Syria 
Miller said the museum pur­ 
chased the mosaic piece from a 
New York dealer for “less than 
$10,000." which he described as 
respectable and prestigious He 
said he believed the dealer had 
acted in good faith and “ might 
h av e been ta k e n som ew hat 
himself." 
Miller said the stolen piece of 
treasure was identified during a 
“quiet investigation" conducted 
by the museum and an arcaeol- 
ogist. 
The piece was one of two 
floor m osaics d e p ic tin g tw o 
bare-breasted Amazons, arm ed 
and on horse hack, hunting a 
lion and a leopard with lances. 
They 
were 
reported stolen 


from a room in the Roman 
governor's palace at Apamea, a 
noted archaeolgi.cal site in 
western Syria. Location of the 
second piece remins unknown. 
Miller said, but archaeologists 
believe it may have been de­ 
stroyed by the thieves. 


Miller denied a London news 
report which said the museum 
planned to return the fragment 
to the Syrian government. He 
said the matter would be decid­ 


ed by the m useum 's board of 
trustees, and said the situation 
w as not. co n sid ered serio u s 
enough to warrant an investiga­ 
tion by law enforcem ent author­ 
ities here. 


“We c a n ’t m ake grand state­ 
ments at this time." he said. 
“ Rest assured the museum is 
distresed, but m ust act with 
legal counsel and advice be­ 
cause we 
have a reputation 
involved here." 


He said a trustees meeting 
scheduled for April 9 might be 
moved up now that the story 
has been made public. He said 
the trustees would make recom­ 
m endations concerning the mu­ 
seum's research into the mosa­ 
ic fragm ent.

WASHINGTON ÍUPII — Air 
travelers a re paying 34 cents 
more a flight today as their 
part of the cost of protecting 
against hijackers.

(CAB) last month to help the 
airlines pay for expensive elec­ 
tronic screening equipment and 
luggage inspections.

It's never made much sense 
to throw the baby down the 
drain just because the bath 
water was dirty. 
If the old expression is taken 
literally, the concept becomes 
more than illogical — it’s sick. 
I see nothing but logic in 
women receiving the same pay 
when they do the same jobs as 
men; certainly, they ought to 
have the same legal rights. 
Further, in today’s world where 
homemaking and child-rearing 
are not necessarily full-time 
jobs, there are no real reasons 
why girls should aim for any 
but the kind of careers they 
really want. 
But if, in order to accomplish 
these logical, sensible and de­ 
sirable goals, we women have 
to throw out the babies, literal­ 
ly. logic not only is lost — 
sickness has set in. 


“MY 18-YEAR SENTENCE 
will be up in eight years from 
now when society officially re­ 
leases me from parenthood.” a 
woman writes in the current 
issue of the Marin Women's 
News Letter. 
She also said that her “ will 
was severed... her psyche was 
permanently twisted” and her 
“ spirit was broken” by bearing 
a child she did not want. She 
claims that she is a victim of 
“ cherubic Roman Catholic 
priests, right-to-life matrons 
and sober patriarchal judges” 
who “ raped my right to a 
meaningful life out of me forev­ 
er.” 
Having children is a choice 
that both men and women can 
make to an extent today that 
was never possible before. 
Even if an unwanted child is 
born, there are still many men 


and women who would like very 
much to give the baby a home 
and love. 
For a woman who thinks she 
has been sentenced to 18 years 
of servitude because her “ body 
was used forcibly as an incuba­ 
tor” to keep and rear a child is 
unspeakable. 
For this woman, most of us 
can feel only disgust — and for 
her child, presumably a 10- 
year-old w'ho might even read 
the mother's article, indescrib­ 
able sympathy. 


AS A “LIBERATED’’ woman, 
this reporter receives the same 
pay, works the same hours as 
the men beside her. There have 
been no special favors — I've 
covered riots, demonstrations 
and Hell's Angels events and 
have seen both men and women 
reporters looking shaken and 
scared. 
Whatever the experiences 
have been, frightening, reward­ 
ing or dull — it's never oc­ 
curred to me that I was sup­ 
posed to reject my children in 
order to be more of a free 
woman. 
For those who don’t want the 
experiences of parenthood — 
that’s their prerogative. But in 
my view, they sure missed a 
part of the larger scheme of 
life. 
But that’s not the point. If 
women begin to think that in 
order to “ fulfill'’ themselves, 
they have to reject children — 
or for that matter, men, or any 
other large group of people — 
the whole concept becomes 
sick. 
Furthermore, such sickness 
seems sure to set back the 
attainment of the goals that can 
benefit all of us. 


Who can have failed to sense 
that power no longer belongs to 
the politicians and generals, the 
old historic repositories? In a 
not-quite-comprehended way 
they have become the victims 
as well as the enforcers — like 
us, the people to whom things 
are done. 
Titular leaders, they are at 
the mercy not only of new 
problems but of the elite few 
who can define them. 


MORE THAN 30 years ago 
Arthur Koestler wrote one of 
the most effective novels on 
communism of this century. Af­ 
ter more than 20 years on the 
frontiers of psychology and bi­ 
ology —“ The Roots of Coinci­ 
dence,” “ The Ghost in the Ma­ 
chine” 
— 
the 
author 
of 
“ Darkness at Noon” has re­ 
turned to fiction. 
Only now he is not dramatiz­ 
ing men and women caught up 
in a political revolution but in 
the so-called “ knowledge explo­ 
sion” — a redistribution of pow­ 
er which, he suggests, has left 
politicians in the position of 
“ performing seals in a circus, 
balancing balls on their snouts 
—balls filled with dynamite,” 
or rather nuclear minibombs. 
Who are the new brokers of 
power? “ The Call Girls” Mr. 
Koestler dubs them rather bit­ 
terly in the title of his latest 
novel. Meaning, the specialists, 
the avantgardistes of this dis-

NOBEL PRIZE-WINNERS 


and near-Nobel prize-winners, 
these brilliant migrants tour 
the circuits —a futurology sym­ 
posium in Stockholm, an ecolo­ 
gy congress in Mexico City — 
preaching their own particular 
promises of salvation. 
The biologist begs to be al­ 
lowed to drop “ anti-hostility 
agents” in the water supply. 
The neurosurgeon triumphantly 
demonstrates his “ behavior- 
controlling” electrodes in the 
brains of monkeys —and hu­ 
mans. The psychologist insists 
“ the answers to man’s predica­ 
ment would emerge literally 
from the cradle” : infant condi­ 
tioning. There is the inevitable 
text: “ Computerizing the Fu­ 
ture.” 
Here are the territorial gov­ 
ernors —at least in the theory 
— of “ Brave New World.” 


MR. KOESTLER SETS his 
New Schoolmen, intoxicated 
from sessions with UNESCO 
and the President's Advisory 
Council, around a conference 
table in an Alpine village dis­ 
cussing “ Approaches to Surviv­ 


al” under the sponsorship of the 
International Academy of Sci­ 
ence and Ethics. “ A tragicome­ 
dy,” he subtitles his little scen­ 
ario, which can be roughly 
described as a modern version 
of the Tower of Babel. 
Made both arrogant and pan­ 
icked by what they know and 
think they know, Mr. Koestler's 
knowledge-priests rather hys­ 
terically vacillate between 
grand schemes and grand de­ 
spairs. Will nobody listen? Will 
nobody listen in time? Why do 
these other charlatans with 
their shameless tricks, their 
obviously phony panaceas, get 
all the attention? 
Clearly doomsday is no cure 
for petty vanities and childish 
jealousies. 


ONE CANNOT DOUBT that 
Mr. Koestler has stated, more 
or less accurately, the dizzy 
predicament of the present and 
the near-future. Along with 
most of his fictional futurolo­ 
gists, he seems to feel that “ the 
survival of the human species 
is an unlikely possibility.” 
Along with most of his readers, 
he cannot abide that intolerable 
prospect. And so, through the 
voice of the chairman of his 
symposium, he argues mini­ 
mally that “ a warning must be 
affirming,” not a smug procla­ 
mation of disaster by an “ ex­ 
pert” making a very good ca­ 
reer out of Apocalypse. 


Salvation by pills (or elec­ 
trodes or behavioristic condi­ 
tions) is repugnant to Mr. Koes­ 
tler. As he said in “ The Ghost 
in the Machine,” he would vast­ 
ly prefer “ spiritual rebirth.” 
But though he may satirize his 
“ call girls,” he knows, like 


them, that the moment is upon 
us. Whatever we call “ man” or 
“ human nature” must demon­ 
strate higher possibilities than 
in the past. With new powers 
and old aggressions, the odds 
against muddling through have 
skyrocketed. 
What do cautionary tales like 
“ The Call Girls" finally say? 
That man’s crisis may be spiri­ 
tual, but its solution is no long­ 
er being left to the spirit. The 
challenge to those who still 
believe in “ spiritual rebirth” is 
unequivocal. They, too, are 
being called. They must prove 
in day-to-day life that Jonathan 
Swift’s terrible accusation was 
wrong: “ We have just enough 
religion to make us hate, but 
not enough to love each other.”

Necessity Lacking 
For 3 Propositions 


Four city boards and com ­ 
missions are provided for by 
the San Rafael city charter: 
the board of education, fire 
commission, parks and recrea­ 
tion commission, and board of 
library trustees. 


There is a fifth: the planning 
commission. However, it is not 
mentioned in the charter for 
the simple reason that such a 
thing as a planning commission 
had not occurred to anybody 
when the charter was adopted 
in 
1912. 
It 
was created by 
ordinance, with its size fixed at 
seven members. 


THE BOARDS and com mis­ 
sions set up by the charter 
have five m em bers each. The 
city council would like to be 
free to change the number of 
members on fire commission, 
parks and recreation commis­ 
sion, and library board. It 
seeks that authority in Proposi­ 
tions II, J and K on the April 17 
municipal election ballot. 
Proposition H refers to the 
fire commission, Proposition J 
to the parks and recreation 
commission, and Proposition K 
to the library board. The. three 
are otherwise identical: “ Shall 
the (appropriate section) of the 
charter of the City of San 
Rafael be amended to provide 
that the city council shall set 
the num ber of m em bers . . . by 
ordinance or resolution?” 
Apparently the intent of the 
city council is.to increase the 
three bodies to seven m em bers 
each, with the idea that this 
would give better assurance of 
having a quorum present. (The 
record fails to bear out that 
seven -m em b er com m issions 
muster a quorum much more 
re g u la rly th a n fiv e-m em b e r 


commissions, but that has been 
put fo rth as a reaso n for 
change.) 


H OW EVER, as City Atty. 
Fred C. Robbins Jr. interprets 
the propositions, 
they would 
give the council authority to set 
the m em bership of these three 
boards at zero. In other words, 
under these propositions, the 
council could abolish the fire 
commission, parks and recrea­ 
tion commission, and library 
board. 
A case might be m ade for 
abolishing the fire commission. 
It was set up because at the 
time the charter was adopted, 
San Rafael had an all-volunteer 
fire departm ent and a commis­ 
sion was deemed necessary to 
keep city control of it. 
We 
doubt, however, that the city 
council would seriously consi­ 
der abolishing the parks and 
recreation commission or the 
library board. 
Som e future city council 
might, though — if the way 
were left open by the proposed 
charter am endments. 


WE DO NOT like backdoor 
methods. If the council wants 
to abolish a charter-created 
c o m m issio n , its abolishm ent 
should be put up to the voters 
— not a device by which it 
could be abolished under the 
guise of changing the number 
of m em bers. 
We see no necessity for in­ 
c re a sin g o r d e c re a sin g the 
membership of any of these 
boards. A five-m ember board is 
probably 
the 
most workable 
size. 
We therefore recom m end re­ 
jection of Propositions H, J and 
K . 


Adapting Raccoons 


Zoologists say that by de­ 
stroying and changing the wild, 
wooded areas of Marin to sub­ 
dued suburbs loaded with cats 
and dogs, we destroy the natu­ 
ral habitat of the wild crea­ 
tures, Unquestionably true. But 
some adapt to the altered habi­ 
tat with amazing tenacity. 
Raccoons, for example, don't 


give ground. 
They grow fat 
where lightpoles replace trees. 
C o n c r e te c u l v e r ts p ro v id e 
homes. 
Raccoons lived in California 
tens of thousands of years be­ 
fore the arrival of the Indians. 
They are not going to be dispos­ 
sessed by any late-coming up­ 
starts.

Deaf To City Protests

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Judge In Magee 
Trial Is Rapped 


SAN FR ANCISCO (UPI) - 
R uchell Magee cursed the 
judge, and his attorney accused 
the jurist of trying to coerce a 
fatigued, deadlocked jury which 
completed its seventh straight 
day of deliberations Sunday 
night. 
Bernard Suares, foreman of 
the jury of six men and six 
women, told Superior Court 
Judge Morton R . Colvin the 
panel was “ hopelessly dead­ 
locked.” But the judge urged 
jurors to keep trying to reach a 
verdict. 
Suares said the jury was split 
10-2 on the murder charge and 
11-1 on the kidnaping com­ 
plaint. He gave no indication 
whether the majority was for 
conviction or acquittal. 
“ Further deliberation is of no 
use,” said Suares. “ We are 
hopelessly deadlocked.” 
Before being locked in their 
hotel rooms for the night, the 
panel completed nearly 50 
hours of deliberations since re­ 
ceiving the case last Monday. 
This was a California record for 
length of deliberation, surpass­ 
ing the 46 hours it took a jury to 
convict mass murderer Juan 


Corona and the 43 hours anoth­ 
er panel needed to convict cul- 
tist Charles Manson. 
Magee was ordered removed 
from the courtroom when he 
called Colvin “ a hypocrite son 
of a bitch” for failing to heed 
his request to have a court 
stenographer slow down in his 
rereading of 10 pages of cross 
examination. 
The jury asked for the re­ 
reading of Magee’s testimony 
relating to the kidnapping of 
judge and six hostages during 
an escape try from a Marin 
County courtroom, resulting in 
the killing of Judge Harold J. 
Haley, near three years ago. 
Defense attorney R obert Car- 
row labeled as “ coercive” the 
judge’s ordering of the jury to 
continue deliberations until it 
reaches a verdict. 
“ This court is not trying to 
coerce the jury in any way, 
shape or form,” said Colvin. 
Carrow then asked how' long 
the judge planned to keep the 
jury deliberating. 
“ I’ll let you know in due 
course,” said Colvin, who or­ 
dered the panel to resume de 
liberations today. 


Wounded Knee Talks 
Show Progress Signs 


PINE R IDGE, S.D. (UPI) - 
Negotiators in the Wounded 
Knee standoff meet for the 
third consecutive day today in 
an effort to end the 34-day-old 
occupation of the hamlet by 
militant members of the Ameri­ 
can Indian Movement. 
As the two sides prepared for 
the meeting, AIM attorney R a­ 
mon R oubideaux expressed op­ 
timism that the confrontation 
between armed Indians occupy­ 
ing Wounded Knee and govern­ 
ment forces ringing the hamlet 
was “ very close to settled.” 
However, Kent Frizzell, the 
Justice Department’s chief ne­ 
gotiator, did not echo R oubi- 
deaux’s optimism. He said be­ 
tween negotiating sessions, 
AIM militants continued to 
smuggle ammunition into the 
besieged hamlet, where some 
160 armed AIM supporters con­ 
tinued the occupation in defi­ 
ance of both federal and Oglala 
Sioux tribal authorities.

Eye Joint 


Cooperation 


, The Corte Madera Town 
Council will consider a friendly 
overture from its twin city, 
Larkspur, at its meeting at 7:30 
p.m. today at the town hall. 
Larkspur’s mayor, Wiliiam 
G. Fleckles, in a letter to Corte 
Madera’s mayor, Holmes S. 
Norville, has asked if Corte 
Madera is interested in consoli­ 
dating some services and doing 
cooperative planning. 
The overtures are prompted 
by the Larkspur Town Meeting, 
which has suggested the towns 
investigate sharing tax reve­ 
nue, particularly that from fu­ 
ture developments. 
Currently both towns are 
vying for a regional shopping 
center, while Larkspur has ap­ 
proved development of the San 
Quentin Peninsula. The Golden 
Gate Bridge District’s new fer­ 
ry terminal is to be located in 
Larkspur. 
The Larkspur City Council 
has suggested a committee be 
appointed by the Twin Cities to 
investigate cooperative plan­ 
ning and consolidation of serv­ 
ices. 
In other action at tonight’s 
meeting, Corte Madera council - 
men will be asked to aw'ard a 
contract for a $22,345.67 elec­ 
tronic accounting machine. 


Following Sunday’s negotiat­ 
ing session, Frizzell revealed 
that between 20 and 25 AIM 
supporters were sighted by gov­ 
ernment forces Saturday night 
carrying ammunition into the 
Wounded Knee perimeter be­ 
tween federal roadblocks Nos. 4 
and 5. 


He said “ twro or three” of the 
ammunition carriers were ar­ 
rested and that federal officers 
confiscated one knapsack con­ 
taining rifle ammunition. 


In a joint news conference 
following Sunday's three-hour 
meeting, Frizzell and R oubi­ 
deaux said AIM had submitted 
a list of 10 demands at the 
session and that there was 
agreement on some of the de­ 
mands. 


“ I think the progress has 
been remarkable,” R oubideaux 
said when asked for an assess­ 
ment of the situation of negotia­ 
tions. “ I think there is substan­ 
tial agreement on most points. I 
think we can reach an agree­ 
ment within the framework of 
these issues and I think the 
confrontation is very close to 
settled.” 
R oubideaux said that should 
agreement be reached on the 10 
points, 
AIM 
occupiers 
of 
Wounded Knee would give up 
the occupation and “ go to 
court.” 
Frizzell was noncommittal on 
the future prospects for nego­ 
tiations. 
“ I ’m not as optimistic as 
some and not as pessimistic as 
some,” Frizzell said. He said 
there were a number of issues 
on which he would have to 
consult with his superiors in the 
Justice Department and the De­ 
partment of Interior while other 
issues would have to be settled 
by Congress.

When It Means Rejecting Child 
It’s never made much sense 
to throw the baby down the 
drain just because the bath 
water was dirty. 
If the old expression is taken 
literally, the concept becomes 
more than illogical — it’s sick. 
I see nothing but logic in 
women receiving the same pay 
when they do the same jobs as 
men; certainly, they ought to 
have the same legal rights, 
further, in today’s world where 
homemaking and child-rearing 
are not necessarily full-time 
jobs, there are no real reasons 
why girls should aim for any 
but the kind of careers they 
really want. 
But if, in order to accomplish 
these logical, sensible and de­ 
sirable goals, we women have 
to throw out the babies, literal­ 
ly, logic not only is lost — 
sickness has set in.

Brokers Of Power Cry Doomsday, 
Each Urging Own Pet Theory 


and women who would like very 
much to give the baby a home 
and love. 
For a woman who thinks she 
has been sentenced to 18 years 
of servitude because her “body 
was used forcibly as an incuba­ 
tor” to keep and rear a child is 
unspeakable. 
For this woman, most of us 
can feel only disgust — and for 
her child, presumably a 10- 
year-old who might even read 
the mother’s article, indescrib­ 
able sympathy. 
AS A “LIBERATED” woman, 
this reporter receives the same 
pay, works the same hours as 
the men beside her. There have 
been no special favors — I’ve 
covered riots, demonstrations 
and Hell's Angels events and 
have seen both men and women 
reporters looking shaken and 
scared. 
Whatever the experiences 
have been, frightening, reward­ 
ing or dull — it’s never oc­ 
curred to me that I was sup­ 
posed to reject ray children in 
order to be more of a free 
woman. 
For those who don’t want the 
experiences of parenthood — 
that’s their prerogative. But in 
my view, they sure missed a 
part of the larger scheme of 
life.But that’s not the point. If 
women begin to think that in 
order to “fulfill” themselves, 
they have to reject children — 
or for that matter, men. or any 
other large group of people — 
the whole concept becomes 
sick.Furthermore, such sickness 
seems sure to set back the 
attainment of the goals that can 
benefit all of us. 


Who can have failed to sense 
that power no longer belongs to 
the politicians and generals, the 
old historic repositories? In a 
not-quite-comprehended way 
they have become the victims 
as wrell as the enforcers — like 
us, the people to whom things 
are done. 
Titular leaders, they are at 
the mercy not only of new 
problems but of the elite few 
who can define them. 
MORE THAN 30 years ago 
Arthur Koestler wrote one of 
the most effective novels on 
communism of this century. .Af­ 
ter more than 20 years on the 
frontiers of psychology and bi­ 
ology —“The Roots of Coinci­ 
dence,” “The Ghost in the Ma­ 
chine” — the author of 
“Darkness at Noon” has re­ 
turned to fiction. 
Only now he is not dramatiz­ 
ing men and women caught up 
in a political revolution but in 
the so-called “knowledge explo­ 
sion" — a redistribution of powd­ 
er which, he suggests, has left 
politicians in the position of 
“performing seals in a circus, 
balancing balls on their snouts 
—balls filled with dynamite,” 
or rather nuclear minibombs. 
Who are the new brokers of 
power? “The Call Girls” Mr. 
Koestler dubs them rather bit­ 
terly in the title of his latest 
novel. Meaning, the specialists, 
the avantgardistes of this dis-

cipline and that, wrho “get a 
long-distance telephone call 
from some professional at some 
foundation or university — ‘sin­ 
cerely hope you. can fit it into 
your schedule — it will be a 
privilege to have you with us — 
return fare economy class and 
a modest honorarium. . .’ ” 
NOBEL PRIZE-WINNERS 
and near-Nobel prize-winners, 
these brilliant migrants tour 
the circuits —a futurology sym­ 
posium in Stockholm, an ecolo­ 
gy congress in Mexico City — 
preaching their own particular 
promises of salvation,. 
The biologist begs to be al­ 
lowed to drop “anti-hostility 
agents” in. the water supply. 
The neurosurgeon triumphantly 
demonstrates his “ behavior- 
controlling" electrodes in the 
brains of monkeys —and hu­ 
mans... The psychologist insists 
“the answers to man’s predica­ 
ment w-ould emerge literally 
from the cradle”: infant condi­ 
tioning. There is the inevitable 
text: “Computerizing the Fu­ 
ture.” 
Here are the territorial gov­ 
ernors —at least in the theory 
— of “Brave New' World.” 
MR. KOESTLER SETS his 
New Schoolmen, intoxicated 
from sessions with UNESCO 
and the President's Advisory 
Council, around a conference 
table in an Alpine village dis­ 
cussing “Approaches to Surviv­ 


al” under the sponsorship of the 
International Academy of Sci­ 
ence and Ethics. “A tragicome­ 
dy,” he subtitles his little scen­ 
ario, which can be roughly 
described as a modern version 
of the Tower of Babel. 
Made both arrogant and pan­ 
icked by what they know and 
think they know', Mr. Koestler’s 
knowledge-priests rather hys­ 
terically vacillate between 
grand schem.es and, grand de­ 
spairs. Will nobody listen? Will 
nobody listen in time? Why do 
these other charlatans with 
their shameless tricks, their 
obviously phony panaceas, get 
all the attention? 
Clearly doomsday is no cure 
for petty vanities and childish 
jealousies. 
ONE CANNOT DOUBT that 
Mr. Koestler has stated, more 
or less accurately, the dizzy 
predicament of the present and 
the near-future. Along with 
most of his fictional futurolo­ 
gists, he seems to feel that “the 
survival of the human species 
is an unlikely possibility.” 
Along with most of his readers, 
he cannot abide that intolerable 
prospect. And so, through the 
voice of the chairman of his 
symposium, he argues mini­ 
mally that “a warning must be 
affirming,” not a smug procla­ 
mation of disaster by an “ex­ 
pert” making a very good ca­ 
reer out of Apocalypse. 
Salvation by pills (or elec­ 
trodes or 'behavioristic condi­ 
tions) is repugnant to Mr. Koes­ 
tler,.. As he said in. “The Ghost 
in the Machine,” he would vast­ 
ly prefer “spiritual rebirth.” 
But though he may satirize his 
“call girls,” he know's, like 


them, that the moment is upon 
us. Whatever we call “man" or 
“human nature” must demon­ 
strate higher possibilities than 
in the past. With new pow-ers 
and old aggressions, the odds 
against muddling through have 
skyrocketed. 
What do cautionary tales like 
“The Call Girls" finally say? 
That man’s crisis may be spiri­ 
tual, but its solution is no long­ 
er 'being left, to the spirit. The 
challenge to those who still 
believe in "spiritual rebirth” is 
unequivocal. They, too, are 
being called. They must prove 
in day-to-day life that Jonathan 
Swift’s terrible accusation was 
wrong: “We have just enough 
religion to make us hate, but 
not enough to love each other.”

Judge In Magee 
Trial Is Rapped 


SAN FRANCISCO ÍUPI) — 
R ic he 11 Magee cursed the 
judge, and his attorney accused 
the jurist of trying to coerce a 
fatigued, deadlocked jury which 
completed its seventh straight 
day of deliberations Sunday 
night. 
Bernard Suares, foreman of 
the jury of six men and six 
women, told Superior Court 
Judge Morton R. Colvin the 
panel was '“hopelessly dead­ 
locked.” But the judge urged 
jurors to keep trying to reach a 
verdict. 
Suares said the jury was split 
10-2 on the murder charge and 
11-1 on the kidnaping com­ 
plaint. He gave no indication 
whether the majority' was for 
conviction or acquittal. 
"Further deliberation is of no 
use,” said Suares. “We are 
' hopelessly deadlocked.'” 
Before being locked in their 
hotel rooms for the night, the 
panel completed nearly 50 
hours of deliberations since re­ 
ceiving the case last Monday. 
This was a. California record for 
length of deliberation, surpass­ 
ing the 46' hours it took a jury to 
convict mass, murderer Juan 


Corona and the 43 hours anoth­ 
er panel needed to convict cul- 
tist Charles Manson. 
Magee was ordered removed 
from, the courtroom, when he 
called Colvin “a hypocrite son 
of a, bitch.”1 for failing to heed 
his request to have a. court 
stenographer slow down in his 
rereading' of 10 pages of cross 
examination. 
The jury asked for the re­ 
reading of Magee’s testimony 
relating to the kidnapping of 
judge and six hostages during 
an escape try from, a Marin 
County 'Courtroom, resulting in 
the killing of Judge Harold. J, 
Haley, near three years ago. 
Defense attorney Robert Car- 
row labeled as “coercive” the 
judge’s ordering of the jury to 
continué 'deliberations until it 
reaches a verdict. 
“This court, is not trying to 
coerce the jury in any way;, 
shape or form,” said Colvin. 
Carrow then asked how long 
the judge planned to keep the 
jury del ibera ting. 
“FI let you know in due 
course,” said Colvin, who or­ 
dered. the panel to resume de 
liberations today.

Show Progress Signs 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. CUPD — 
Negotiators in the Wounded 
Knee standoff meet for the 
third consecutive day tod!,ay in 
an effort, to end the 34-day-old 
occupation of the ham,let by 
'militant, members, of the Ameri­ 
can Indian Movement. 
As the two sides prepared! for 
the meeting, AIM' attorney Ra­ 
mon loubideaux expressed op­ 
timism. that the confrontation 
between armed Indians 'Occupy­ 
ing 'Wounded Knee and. govern­ 
ment forces ringing the hamlet 
was “very close to settled.” 
However, Kent Frizzell, the 
Justice Department’s chief ne­ 
gotiator, did not echo Roubi- 
deaux’s opt.im.ism. He said be­ 
tween negotiating sessions, 
AIM militants continued to 
smuggle ammunition into the 
besieged hamlet, where .some 
I¡661 armed AIM supporters con­ 
tinued! the occupation in, defi­ 
ance of 'both federal and Oglala. 
Sioux tribal authorities.

. The Corte Madera Town 
Council will consider a friendly 
overture from its twin city, 
Larkspur, at its meeting at 7:30 
p.m. today at, the town hall. 
Larkspur’s mayor, William

Madera’s mayor, Holm.es S. 
Norville, has asked if C'orte 
Madera is interested in consoli­ 
dating some services and doing 
cooperative planning.

'Following Sunday’s negotiat­ 
ing session, Frizzell revealed 
that between .20' and 25 AIM 
supporters were sighted by gov­ 
ernment forces Saturday night 
carrying amm.uni.tion into the 
'Wounded. Knee perimeter 'be­ 
tween federal roadblocks Nos. 4 
and 5. 
He said “two or three”' of the 
ammunition, earners were ar­ 
rested and. that federal officers 
confiscated one knapsack con­ 
taining rifle ammunition.. 
In. a joint news conference 
following Sunday’s 'three-hour 
meeting, Frizzell, and. Roubi- 
deaux. said AIM had submitted 
a, list of 1.0 demands at the 
session and that there was 
agreement on some of the de­ 
mands. 
“I think: the progress has 
been remarkable.,” Roubideaux 
said when asked, for an assess­ 
ment of the situation of negotia­ 
tions. “I think there is substan­ 
tial agreement on most points. I 
think, we can, reach an agree­ 
ment 'within, the framework of 
these issues and I think the 
confrontation, is very close to 
settled.” 
Roubideaux said that should 
agreement be reached on the 10 
'points., 
AIM occupiers of 
Wounded Knee would give up 
the oceu.pa.tion. and “go to 
court.'” 
Frizzell was noncommittal on 
the future prospects for nego­ 
tiations. 
“I’m not as optimistic as 
some and not as pessimistic as 
some,” Frizzell said. He said 
there were a, number of issues 
on which he would have to 
consult with his superiors in the 
Justice Department and the De­ 
partment. of Interior while other 
issues would have to be settled 
by Congress.

Like an athlete preparing to 
take the field, before a concert 
pianist Garrick Ohlsson is “like 
a mattress,” springy, tight, 
wired,, ready to play. 
And, critics say, he does that 
as well as most pianists in the 
world, even more astounding 
since he will be only 25 tomor­ 
row, the day he is to take the 
stage with the Marin Symphony 
at 8 p.m. at the Marin Veterans 
Memorial Building. 


Ohlsson’s ascent to interna­ 
tional fame began when he won 
the Chopin International Com­ 
petition in Warsaw in 1970, the 
first American to do so. 
“That was a big baby,” he 
said. “Since then business has 
been good.” 
There have been concert 
tours of Europe, North America 
and Japan, elegant receptions 
in his honor, recording dates, 
but Ohlsson, through it all, ap­ 
pears unaffected. 
“I am interested in music, 
food and sex, in that order,” he 
laughed. “Isn't everyone.” 
Ohlsson is large, gregarious 
and informal, smiles frequently 
and looks, at six feet four 
inches tall and 240 pounds, 
more like a professional foot­ 
ball player than a concert musi­ 
cian. 
He is able to span 12 keys 
with Ms huge right hand and. II. 
with. M.s left and his physical 
size gives him, he said, “a 
tremendous reserve of power” 
when he plays, allowing Mm 
“domination over the key­ 
board.” 
OMsson comes to Marin by 
way of Iceland en. route to' a 
concert in Detroit.

Show Has Diversity

No limit on 
flexible interpretation by the 
panel of jurors has produced an 
imaginatively diversified varie­ 
ty in the Marin Society of Art­ 
ists craft and sculpture show. 
It is not always possible to 
assess the motivation nor the 
stages of development which 
catapults a craft into an art 
form, but this transformation 
occurs most noticeably in Bon­ 
nie Himberg’s “ Bewitched,” — 
a woven hanging sculpture with 
folds, pouches, and feathers. 
Also in Matilda Franz’s woven 
“ Super-Shawl,” and Jo Hant- 
man’s jutting macrame-and- 
weaving fetish object. 
Ceramics were one of the 
early media to emerge as 
sculpture. In this category 
Phyllis Lynch's interlocking 
circles and Matilda Franz’s 
graduated stacks of “ Porcelain 
Shadows” are intriguingly com­ 
pelling in their simplicity and 
sense of presence. 
Points of view tend to creep 
in no matter what! Catherine 
Gibson's huge, soft sculpture 
pair of almost human birds 
suggests male preference in 
their titles: “ He Is,” and “ A 
big new world.” And in Gayle 
Luchessa’s “ Wall Quilt No. 2,” 
there is both a direct appeal 
and a value judgment in her 
appraisal. 
A different kind of architec­ 
tural concept —a mobile city 
structure — is provided by Bill 
Lary’s “ Geometries.” A minia­ 
ture wooden skyscraper, it is 
mounted on an astroturf-lined 
movable dolly. 


Some decorative arts have 
also developed sculptural di­ 
mensions, to wit:the silver 
necklaces with a sculpted bird 
by Suzanne Roxon and those of 
Margaret Brewster with a but­ 
terfly of fossilized shell on one 
and a cube of Icelandic spar on 
the other. 
But not all of the entries are 
non-functional. Among the utili­ 
tarian objects — bowls, casser­ 
oles, pots, jars, vases, planters, 
and boxes — Chris Wagener's 
“ Square Box with Lid,” Ber­ 
nadette Cole’s copper-red bot­ 
tle, Clell McKinney’s pierced 
steel candle pedestals, Myra 
Falch’s woven aqua and gold 
stole, and Ruth Bruce's deli­ 
cately woven panel are several 
that stand out. 


In an exhibit of 113 items 
carefully and beautifully in­ 
stalled to allow each object 
maximum viewing space and 
attractive settings, there is am­ 
ple choice to engage one’s inter­ 
est and attention. 
Some that deserve special 
note are: Bernard Healy’s “ In- 
tarsia Wood Collage,” and the

chansons. Yet, Miss Mous­ 
kouri’s voice has more of the 
breathy sweetness of Joan Baez 
than the lustiness of Edith Piaff 
or Jacques Brel, and she used 
this quality to good effect in the 
popular “ Joie d’Amour” and a 
haunting song about young boys 
going off to war in which she 
was accompanied only by a 
three-note drum ostinato. 
Following a Greek bazouka 
song (in a style not unlike our 
Country-Western) about ten 
dancing men in a taverna, Miss 
Mouskouri left the stage in the 
competent hands of the Atheni­ 
ans, her back-up quintet of gui­ 
tars- bazoukas and percussion 
under the direction of her hus­ 
band George. 
In the first number, the group 
vividly highlighted the frequent 
Greek device of modulating me­ 
ters and tempos during beguil­ 
ing accelerandos and crescen­ 
dos. A Mexican folksong and a 
scene from Aristophanes’ come­ 
dy “ The Birds,” in which each 
performer portrayed a different 
bird from an eagle to a chicken, 
rounded out their portion of 
their program.

It starts slow, and 
not until midway in the first act 
does the show pick up steam. 
From then on, there’s some 
theatrical magic which has 
been seen in previous college 
musicals. 
Dakin Matthews, as the Rus­ 
sian dairyman who just can’t 
bring himself to face changes, 
holds the evening together pret­ 
ty well. It’s a demanding role 
and Matthews maintains con­ 
sistency in his characterization. 


Tenor James Theodore Get- 
tys presented a lieder recital 
Saturday evening before 50 peo­ 
ple in the auditorium of the San 
Rafael Improvement Club 
which was decorated for the 
occasion with samples of the 
singer’s woodcuts and pastels. 
Gettys was at his best in the 
Six Beethoven Songs with texts 
by Gellert, for here he let loose 
his ringing top heldentenor 
notes and those lower, almost 
baritone notes, particularly in 
the famous “ Die Ehre Gottes 
aus der Natur” and “ Gottes 
Macht und Vorsehung.”

The group is made up of four 
string instruments violin, vio­ 
la, cello and double bass), and 
five winds (flute, oboe, clarinet, 
bassoon and horn). This combi­ 
nation is almost a microcosm of 
a symphony orchestra. 
The first three works per­ 
formed were “ Nonet 1” (1952) 
by Jiri Jaroch, “ Nonet” (1959) 
by Bohuslav Martinu, and 
“ Dancing Preludes” (1955) by 
Witold Lutoslawski, a Polish 
composer. 


While none of these pieces 
was written in a very adven­ 
turesome contemporary idiom, 
being essentially neo-classical, 
they were a welcome relief 
from the more usual Baroque 
and classical offerings heard in 
most chamber concerts. 
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But Matthews and the whole 
cast are sometimes slowed 
down by Merrick’s Viennese — 
waltz approach to the musical 
score. 
When the show is clicking, 
it’s most entertaining. A lot of 
the credit belongs to Lou Nardi. 
His choreography is stylish but 
not too sophisticated for the 
collegians to execute. The bot- 
tle-scene is one of the compa­ 
ny's better efforts. 
On the whole, the college 
coaches have given Matthews 


The second half of the pro­ 
gram was devoted to Beetho­ 
ven’s Septet. Opus 20, probably 
the best known of his early 
camber works. The Septet is 
scored for the four strings plus 
clarinet, bassoon and horn. 
The delightful piece is really 
a divertimento, a work of six 
movements written in a light 
and extremely entertaining 
manner. In the forth movement 
theme and variations, the play­ 
ers throw the musical line back 
and forth between each other, 
and the contrasts between in­ 
struments and the variety of 
timbres are marvelous. 
The musicians played this 
with the same attention to de­ 
tail and fine ensemble playing 
they demonstrated in the first 
half of the program. 
This is the second Marin 
County appearance of the Czech 
Nonet (the first was in 1969), 
and if you weren’t there last 
night, don’t miss them when 
they come this way again. 


uniform cast support. Kathleen 
Quinlan, Karyn Nikas, Diane 
Schaal and Ericka Lutz are as 
pretty as pictures as Tevye’s 
daughters, and Bette Besuner 
takes to her role of Golde with 
verve. 
Robin Williams (Perchikl, 
David Silverman (Mendel) and 
Mark Schwarz (Motel) add 
strength.

LIVERPOOL, England (UPI) 
— .An expert on alcoholism said 
Sunday that the trend towards 
more sexual equality is causing 
more strain on women—and 
turning more of them to drink. 
W. H. Kenyon said the ratio 
of women alcoholics to men has 
changed from one in nine a few 
years ago to one in four or five 
now. 
“ The percentage of males to 
females is narrowing rapidly,” 
he said. ‘‘It would seem that 
more equality with its added 
stresses and strains and equal 
pay with its added freedom is 
leading to more drinking in 
women.” 
Kenyon, the director of the 
Merseyside council on alcohol­ 
ism, said there were about 520,- 
000 “problem drinkers” in Brit­ 
ain.

By ADA GARFINKEL 
entries and a 
Maxon, and Bethea Wilson. 
No limit on 
flexible interpretation by the 
panel of jurors has produced an 
imaginatively diversified varie­ 
ty in the Marin Society of Art­ 
ists craft and sculpture show. 
It is not always possible to 
assess the motivation nor the 
stages of development which 
catapults a craft into an art 
form, but this transformation 
occurs most noticeably in Bon­ 
nie Himberg’s “ Bewitched,” — 
a woven hanging sculpture with 
folds, pouches, and feathers. 
Also in Matilda Franz’s woven 
“Super-Shawl,” and Jo Hant- 
m an’s jutting macrame-and- 
weaving fetish object. 
Céramics were one of the 
early m edia to emerge as 
sculpture. In this category 
Phyllis Lynch’s interlocking 
circles and Matilda Franz's 
graduated stacks of “ Porcelain 
Shadows” are intriguingly com­ 
pelling in their simplicity and 
sense of presence. 
Points of view tend to creep 
in no m atter what! Catherine 
Gibson’s huge, soft sculpture 
pair of almost human birds 
suggests male preference in 
their titles: “He Is,” and “A 
big new world.” And in Gayle 
Luchessa’s “ Wall Quilt No. 2,” 
there is both a direct appeal 
and a value judgment in her 
appraisal. 
A different kind of architec­ 
tural concept —a mobile city 
structure — is provided by Bill 
Lary’s “Geometries.” A minia­ 
ture wooden skyscraper, it is 
mounted on an astroturf-Iined 
movable dolly. 
Some decorative arts have 
also developed sculptural di­ 
mensions, to wit:the silver 
necklaces with a sculpted bird 
by Suzanne Roxon and those of 
Margaret Brewster with a but­ 
terfly of fossilized shell on one 
and a cube of Icelandic spar on 
the other. 
But not all of the entries are 
non-functional. Among the utili­ 
tarian objects — bowls, casser­ 
oles, pots, jars, vases, planters, 
and boxes — Chris Wagener’s 
“Square Box with Lid,” Ber­ 
nadette Cole’s copper-red bot­ 
tle, Clell McKinney’s pierced 
steel candle pedestals, Myra 
Falch’s woven aqua and gold 
stole, and Ruth Bruce’s deli­ 
cately woven panel are several 
that stand out. 
In an exhibit of 113 items 
carefully and beautifully in­ 
stalled to allow each object 
maximum viewing space and 
attractive settings, there is am­ 
ple choice to engage one’s inter­ 
est and attention. 
Some that deserve special 
note are: Bernard Healy’s “ In­ 
tarsia Wood Collage,” and the 
unusual picture-making stitch- 
eries of Justine Carey, Helen

Although the majority of the 
audience had come for the 
Greek songs, Miss Mouskouri 
varied the program with a heal­ 
thy smattering of French and 
English, and in a Flemish wind­ 
mill song about term inating 
love, she dem onstrated why 
that part of Europe is unri­ 
valled in the production of 
chansons. Yet, Miss Mous- 
kouri’s voice has more of the 
breathy sweetness of Joan Baez 
than the lustiness of Edith Piaff 
or Jacques Brel, and she used 
this quality to good effect in the 
popular “Joie d’Amour” and a 
haunting song about young boys 
going off to war in which she 
was accompanied only by a 
three-note drum ostinato. 
Following a Greek bazouka 
song (in a style not unlike our 
Country-W estern) about ten 
dancing men in a tavem a, Miss 
Mouskouri left the stage in the 
competent hands of the Atheni­ 
ans, her back-up quintet of gui­ 
tars- bazoukas and percussion 
under the direction of her hus­ 
band George. 
In the first number, the group 
vividly highlighted the frequent 
Greek device of modulating me­ 
ters and tempos during beguil­ 
ing accelerandos and crescen­ 
dos. A Mexican folksong and a 
scene from Aristophanes’ come­ 
dy “The Birds,” in which each 
performer portrayed a different 
bird from an eagle to a chicken, 
rounded out their portion of 
their program. 
However, throughout the two 
hours of the concert excluding 
intermission, this male ensem­ 
ble supplied solid rhythmic and 
harmonic support to the singer. 
Particularly satisfying were 
their perfectly-blended modal 
harmonies which introduced the 
Greek Wilderness song which 
Miss Mouskouri used to close 
the first part of the show.

Tenor James Theodore Get­ 
tys presented a lieder recital 
Saturday evening before 50 peo­ 
ple in the auditorium of the San 
R afael Im provem ent Club 
which was decorated for the 
occasion with samples of the 
singer’s woodcuts and pastels. 
Gettys was at his best in the 
Six Beethoven Songs with texts 
by Gellert, for here he let loose 
his ringing top heldentenor 
notes and those lower, almost 
baritone notes, particularly in 
the famous “Die Ehre Gottes 
aus der Natur” and “Gottes 
Macht und Vorsehung.”

The Czech Nonet was founded 
in Prague in 1923. Although the 
membership of the group has 
varied over the years, its basic 
aim of publicizing and present­ 
ing works by Czech composers 
has not changed. Almost all of 
the contemporary pieces they 
play have been specifically 
written for the Nonet. 
The group is made up of four 
string instruments violin, vio­ 
la, cello and double bass), and 
five winds (flute, oboe, clarinet, 
bassoon and horn). This combi­ 
nation is almost a microcosm of 
a symphony orchestra. 
The first three works per­ 
formed were “Nonet 1” (1952) 
by Jiri Jarocb, “Nonet” (1959) 
by Bohuslav Martinu, and 
“ Dancing Preludes” (1955) by 
Witold Lutoslawski, a Polish 
composer. 
While none of these pieces 
was written in a very adven­ 
turesome contemporary idiom, 
being essentially neo-classical, 
they were a welcome relief 
from the more usual Baroque 
and classical offerings heard in 
most chamber concerts. 


But Matthews and the whole 
cast are som etim es slowed 
down by Merrick’s Viennese — 
waltz approach to the musical 
score. 
When the show is clicking, 
it’s most entertaining. A lot of 
the credit belongs to Lou Nardi. 
His choreography is stylish but 
not too sophisticated for the 
collegians to execute. The bot- 
tle-scene is one of the compa­ 
ny’s better efforts. 
On the whole, the college 
coaches have given Matthews 


The second half of the pro­ 
gram w a s devoted to Beetho­ 
ven’s Septet, Opus 20, probably 
the best known of his early 
camber works. The Septet is 
scored for the four strings plus 
clarinet, bassoon and horn. 
The delightful piece is really 
a divertimento, a work of six 
movements written in a light 
and extrem ely entertaining 
manner. In the forth movement 
theme and variations, the play­ 
ers throw the musical line back 
and forth between each other, 
and the contrasts between in­ 
struments and the variety of 
timbres are marvelous. 
The musicians played this 
with the same attention to de­ 
tail and fine ensemble playing 
they demonstrated in the first 
half of the program. 
This is the second Marin 
County appearance of the Czech 
Nonet (the first was in 1969), 
and if you weren’t there last 
night, don’t miss them when 
they come this way again.

Reports Differ 
On Coffee Effect 


DURHAM, N.C. (UPI) — Cof­ 
fee drinkers: is jav a good or 
bad? You hav e a choice of 
reports and answers. One from 
Boston U niv ersity and pub­ 
lished in Lancet, a British m ed­ 
ical journal, suggests a rela­ 
tionship between heav y coffee 
drinking and heart disease. 
But D. Siegfried Hey den, pro­ 
fessor of community health sci­ 
ences at Duke Univ ersity , say s 
his studies confirm earlier find­ 
ings to the contrary —that is, 
that there is no link between 
heav y coffee drinking and a 
high incidence of heart disease. 
He also found no significant 
difference between the choles­ 
terol, blood sugar and uric acid 
lev els and blood pressure of 
heav y coffee drinkers and non- 
drinkers of coffee.

Today's Affluent Teens 
Need Financial Guidance

“ Son, could you lend me a 
few bucks?” This may not be 
an unusual request these days. 
After all, most teen-agers are 
“in the money.” 
It is obvious from statistics 
compiled by the United States 
Census Bureau. They add up to 
this fact: Some 12.500,000 teen­ 
agers between 14 and 19 ran up 
earnings totaling more than 
$132,700,000 in 1971. 
This figure represents the 
earnings of both boys and girls. 
Most of the collective wealth 
came from part-time work. 
Boys who worked in that year 
had an average income of $1,- 
631. Girls earned an average of 
$932. 
It’s comparatively new, this 
teen-age affluence. Their par-

DURHAM, N.C. (UPI) — Cof­ 
fee drinkers: is java good or 
bad? You have a choice of 
reports and answers. One from. 
Boston U niversity and pub­ 
lished in Lancet, a British med­ 
ical journal, suggests a rela­ 
tionship between heavy coffee 
drinking and heart disease. 
But D. Siegfried Hey den, pro­ 
fessor of community health sci­ 
ences at Duke University, says 
his studies confirm earlier find­ 
ings to the contrary —that is, 
that there is no link between 
heavy coffee drinking and a 
high incidence of heart disease. 
He also found no significant 
difference between the choles­ 
terol, blood sugar and uric acid 
levels and blood pressure of 
heavy coffee drinkers and non- 
drinkers of coffee.

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Critical In 
Blacks' Blood Contains 
Skin Cancer Antibodies 
Cancer Dru? 


NOGALES. Ariz. (UPI) - A 
husband-wife research team 
said Sunday the blood of 80 per 
cent of American blacks may 
contain an effective tool for 
combatting malignant melan­ 
oma, a dangerous type of skin 
cancer. 
Dr. Karl-Eric Hellstrom and 
his wife Ingred, both faculty 
members at the University of 
Washington’s School of Medi­ 
cine in Seattle, said their dis­ 
covery was made by accident. 
Their report to science writ­ 
ers came at a special seminar 
sponsored by the American 
Cancer Society. 
The Swedish-born scientists 
reported in the past that sub­ 
stances they call blocking anti­ 
bodies are apparently able to 
stop lymphocytes — disease 
fighting cells in the blood — 
from attacking cancer cells. 
This allows tumors to grow and 


kill patients. 
While trying to determine 
how these antibodies may be 
unblocked, they “ completely by 
accident” stumbled on natural 
substances that do just this, 
they said. 
“ Serum from blacks seems to 
have this unblocking ability,” 
Mrs. Hellstrom said, and thus 


leaves the patient’s own lym­ 
phocytes free to attack the me­ 
lanoma tumors. About 80 per 
cent of America’s blacks seem 
to have that serum, she said. 
“ Blacks’ plasma, the lympho­ 
cytes, seems to kill melanoma

but has no effect against nor­ 
mal cells or other types of 
tumors,” she said. 
She said that this skin cancer 
“ is very rare among Negroes in 
the United States although a 
different type of melanoma is 
found among African blacks. In 
fact, many clinicians I contact­ 
ed have never even seen a 
melanoma among blacks.” 
Melanoma is a free-spreading 
cancer difficult to cure. It is 
known, however, as the “ black 
cancer” because these tumors 
produce the melanin which is 
responsible for skin pigmenta­ 
tion. 
“ We’re saying that plasma 
from blacks may be able to 
change the picture (of malig­ 
nant melanoma) in the favora­ 
ble way,” she said. 
“ We think it will take two or 
three years before we know 
anything.” 
Mrs. Hellstrom mphasized 
that their research in the use of 
Negro lymphocytes has been 
restricted to test tubes only. 
Her husband said that the 
finding could even tu ally 
“ change the immunological pic­ 
ture.”

To Thwart Thieves 


BOSTON (UPI) - Residents 
on Boston’s wealthy Beacon 
Hill plagued by a recent rash of 
holdups and muggings, have 
begun carrying whistles to call 
for help. 
“ We’re urging everyone on 
the hill to have a whistle,” said 
Dem :cratic state Rep. Barney 
Frank, whose district includes 
the quiet, fashionable neighbor­ 
hood bordering the Massachu­ 
setts State House. 


NOGALES, Ariz. (UPI) - The 
same drug might save or kill a 
cancer patient, depending on 
the time of day the patient gets 
it, according to a researcher 
from the University of Minneso­ 
ta. 
Results of experiments on 
mice show that the body’s own 
cycles and rhythms have a 
pronounced effect on arabinosyl 
cytosine, a drug commonly 
used on cancer patients, said 
Dr. Franz Halberg. 
Halberg spoke Sunday to the 
American Cancer Society’s sci­ 
ence writers seminar. 
The problem with anti-cancer 
drugs, he said, is that in de­ 
stroying the cancer cells they 
also destroy the bone marrow 
tissue that manufactures the 
antibodies needed to protect 
against infections. 
Halberg cited studies showing 
that cancerous mice, treated 
with the drug, lived or died 
according to the time it was 
given, and the dosage pattern. 
The organs of the body follow 
“ circadian rhythms,” he said, 
becoming more or less active at 
certain times in a 24-hour cycle. 
Mice receiving the drug in 
fixed doses at three hour inter­ 
vals died, Halberg said. 
Those that received the same 
amount of the drug, but in 
gradually increasing and de­ 
creasing doses at three hour 
intervals, survived, apparently 
because the strongest dosages 
were administered when the 
bone marrow cells were dor­ 
mant and least susceptible to 
damage, and the lowest dos­ 
ages were given when the mar­ 
row cells were most sensitive, 
he said. 
In applying the research find­ 
ings to humans, he said, there 
is the problem of determining 
what the individual patient’s 
cycles are, “ but the least we 
could do to get things started is 
to give the drugs at the times 
we found to be best for mice.” 
Dr. Robert A. Good, president 
of the Sloan-Kettering Memori­ 
al Cancer Institute in New 
York, who aided in the study, 
said some of its principles 
would be applied at his hospi­ 
tal.

Parachutist Plummets To Death 


ELSINORE, Calif. (UPI) — A 
skydiver, his wrists apparently 
broken by a 150-mile-per-hour 
collision with another parachu­ 
tist breaking away from a 
tricky 10-man star formation, 
struggled helplessly with his 
ripcord as he fell 3,500 feet to 
his death Sunday. 


Toby M. Radecke, 29, of Los 
Angeles, smashed to earth in a 
backyard in the Sedco Hills 
south of Lake Elsinore. 


John V. Hover, 21, of Loma 
Linda, Calif., a dental student, 
was knocked out by the impact 
with Radecke, seconds after 
Hover’s parachute opened. He 


was unconscious when he land­ 
ed, and was reported in fair 
condition at Loma Linda Medi­ 
cal Center with a possible bro­ 
ken spine and internal injuries. 
Both were veteran skydivers. 
Hover had made 100 jumps and 
Radecke, who held an expert 
rating from the U.S. Parachute 
Association, was making his 
332nd km p. 


With eight other parachutists, 
they bailed out of a twin-engine 
Beecheraft at 12,500 feet to 
form a star, a demanding and 
dangerous maneuver requiring 
control and nerve. Skydivers 
“ fly” their bodies, by muscular

Changes In Baseball 
Don't Come Easily 


With the start of baseball season only three days 
away, fans around the nation are ready to go out 
and prove that the grand old sport is not dying. 
Interest, at least in the Bay Area, seems to be 
very high. 
This is especially true for the A's fans, running 
aver with enthusiasm which only a world champi­ 
onship can give you. Kindling a lot of this interest 
in the American League is the new designatec 
hitter rule which will keep the pitcher in the 
dugout while a slugger lumbers to the plate in his 
place. It puts nine batters in the lineup instead of 
eight and a pitcher. 


THE NATIONAL LEAGUE didn't adopt the rule 
and it’s too bad. Much of the citizenry of the U.S., 
including sports followers, want changes of all 
kinds. They’re demanding changes “ Now!'’ Base­ 
ball, more than other sports, is reluctant to make 
changes. The leaders don’t want to tamper with 
the rules. But a change such as the DH rule will 
add to the game and build up interest, and this 
will be advantageous to the A.L. 
Too many times the situation comes up when a 
team intentionally walks the No. 8 man with two 
outs so it can throw to the pitcher who usually 
strikes out or pops up. If that No. 8 man is walked 
now, the pitcher will have to face some slugger 
who does nothing but sit in the dugout until it’s his 
turn to swing a bat. He’s the specialist, such as 
the place kicker in football. 
American League officials, in hopes of ending 
talk that baseball hasn't changed in the last three 
quarters of a century, have come up with a list ol 
changes in the ame from 1887 to the present. 


H E RE ’S A LIST of the changes: 
18S7 — The strike zone was established at the 
top of the shoulders to the bottom of the knee. 
18 9 1 _ Substitutes were permitted for a reason 
other than injury. 
1893 — The distance between the plate and the 
pitcher’s rubber was set at 60 feet, 6 inches. 
1895 — The infield fly rule adopted with one out 
and first and second or first, second and third 
bases occupied. 
19 01 _ Revision of the infield fly rule to no outs 
as well as one out. 
1920 — Abolishment of the spitball (Don’t teil 
Gaylord Perry). 
19 26 — A ground rule double for a ball batted 
over a fence less than 250 feet from the plate. 
19 31 _ a fair ball bouncing through or over a 
fence or into the stands ruledBa ground rule double 
and not a home run. 
19 50 _ The strike zone defined as from the 
armpit to the top of the knee. 
19 63 _ The strike zone defined as from the top 
of the shoulder to the bottom of the knee. 
19 69 — The strike zone changed to the armpit to 
the top of the knee.

sprint. 


No one expected the curley- 
Iocked. chain-smoking giant to 
even get out of the blocks 
against the female sprinter. But 
he exploded out of them and 
beat Miss Lacey as the crowd 
roared in approval. 
“ That ought to shut up the 
broads,’’ Oldfield said in jest. 
“ Maybe I shouldn't do such 


things,” he added in a more 
serious tone, “ but I want to 
have fun being a champion." 
No question, Oldfield was the 
top performer in the ITA ’s 
fourth 
meet. 
After 
laying 
bombs in Los Angeles and Port­ 
land following a good start at 
Pocatello, the pro stars put on 
an entertaining show here 
John Radetich, who took the 
high jump world mark to 7-4 L 
a month ago, almost duplicated 
the feat with a 7-4 winning 
report. Ix'e Evans held off Lar­ 
ry James for his fourth victory 
in the 500 run. Australian Chris 
Fisher took the 1.000 in the good 
time of 2:06.9. and Kip Keino, 
improving with each meet, won 
the mile in 4:04.4 in other 
events of note. 
But Oldfield easily was the 
star of the show. He suffered a 
twinge in his throwing elbow on 
an early throw and when it 
seemed that neither Randy 
Matson, the world outdoor 
record holder, not Karl Salb 
could beat him. he uncorked his 
winning form on the final at­ 
tempt. 


It was a $1.000 throw. Under 
the ITA format. Oldfield got 
$500 for winning the event, the 
fourth time he has won it. and 
an additional $500 for setting 
the world record. That boosted 
Oldfield’s earnings in four 
meets to $2.550. tops on the 
tour. 
Evans boosted his earnings to 
$2.500 to trail Oldfield by $50. 
Warren Edmonson, unbeaten in 
three 60-yard races, lost by a 
hair to Jean-Louis Raveloman- 
antsoa but still picked up $250 
to stand third on the money list 
with $2.142.

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Critical In 
Blacks' Blood Contains 
Skin Cancer Antibodies

NOGALES, Ariz. (UP!) - A 
husband-w ife rese arch team 
said Sunday the blood of 80 per 
cent of American blacks may 
contain an effective tool for 
combatting malignant melan­ 
oma, a dangerous type of skin 
cancer. 
Dr. Karl-Eric Hellstrom and 
his wife Ingred, both faculty 
members at the University of 
Washington's School of Medi­ 
cine in Seattle, said their dis­ 
covery was made by accident. 
Their report to science writ­ 
ers came at a special seminar 
sponsored by the A m erican 
Cancer Society, 
The Swedish-born scientists 
reported In the past that sub­ 
stances they call Mocking' anti­ 
bodies are apparently able to 
stop lym phocytes — disease 
fighting cells in the blood — 
from attacking cancer cells. 
This allows tumors to grow and 
kill patients. 
While trying to determ ine 
how these antibodies may be 
unblocked, they •‘completely by 
accident” stumbled on natural 
substances that do just this, 
they said. 
"Serum from blacks seems to 
have this unblocking ability,” 
Mrs. Hellstrom said, and thus 


leaves the patient’s own lym­ 
phocytes free to attack the me­ 
lanoma tumors. About 80 per 
cent of America’s Macks seem 
to have that serum, she said. 
“ Blacks’ plasma, the lympho­ 
cytes, seems to kill melanoma

but has no effect against nor­ 
mal cells or other types of 
tum ors,” she said. 
She said that this skin cancer 
“ is very rare among Negroes in 
the United States although a 
different type of melanoma is 
found among African blacks. In 
fact, many clinicians I contact­ 
ed have never even seen a 
melanoma among hlacks.” 
Melanoma is a free-spreading 
cancer difficult to cure. It is 
known, however, as the “black 
cancer” because these tumors 
produce the melanin which is 
responsible for skin pigmenta­ 
tion. 
“ We’re saying that plasm a 
from blacks • may be able to 
change the picture (of malig­ 
nant melanoma) in the favora­ 
ble way,” she said. 
“We think it will take two or 
three years before we know 
anything.” 
Mrs. Hellstrom mphasized 
that their research in the use of 
Negro lymphocytes has been 
restricted to test tubes only. 
Her husband said that the 
f i n d i n g could e v e n t u a l l y 
“ change the immunological pic­ 
ture.”

To Thwart Thieves 


BOSTON (UPI) - Residents 
on Boston’s wealthy Beacon 
Hill plagued by a recent rash of 
holdups and muggings, have 
begun carrying whistles to call 
for help. 
“We’re urging everyone on 
the hill to have a whistle,” said 
D em : era tie state Rep. Barney 
Frank, whose district includes 
the quiet, fashionable neighbor­ 
hood bordering the Massachu­ 
setts State House. 


NOGALES, Ariz. (UPI) - The 
same drug might save or kill a 
cancer patient, depending on 
the time of day the patient, gets 
it, according to a researcher 
from the University of Minneso­ 
ta. 
Results of experim ents on 
mice show that the body’s own 
cycles and rhythms have a 
pronounced effect on arabinosyl 
cytosine, a drug commonly 
used on cancer patients, said 
Dr. Franz Halberg. 
Halberg spoke Sunday to the 
American Cancer Society’s sci­ 
ence writers seminar. 
The problem with anti-cancer 
drugs, he said, is that in de­ 
stroying the cancer cells they 
also destroy the bone m arrow 
tissue that manufactures the 
antibodies needed to protect 
against infections. 
Halberg cited studies showing 
that cancerous mice, treated 
with the drug, lived or died 
according to the time it was 
given, and the dosage pattern. 
The organs of the body follow 
“circadian rhythms,” he said, 
becoming more or less active at 
certain times in a 24-hour cycle. 
Mice receiving the drug in 
fixed doses at three hour inter­ 
vals died, Halberg said. 
Those that received the sam e 
amount of the drug, but in 
gradually increasing and de­ 
creasing doses at three hour 
intervals, survived, apparently 
because the strongest dosages 
were administered when the 
bone marrow cells were dor­ 
mant and least susceptible to 
damage, and the lowest dos­ 
ages were given when the mar­ 
row cells were most sensitive, 
he said. 
In applying the research find­ 
ings to humans, he said, there 
is the problem of determining 
what the individual patient’s 
cycles are, “hut the least we 
could do to get things started is 
to give the drugs at the tim es 
we found to be best for mice.” 
Dr. Robert A. Good, president 
of the Sloan-Kettering Memori­ 
al C ancer Institute in New 
York, who aided in the study, 
said some of its principles 
would be applied at his hospi­ 
tal.

Parachutist Plummets To Death 


ELSINORE, Calif. (UPI) - A 
skvdiver, his wrists apparently 
broken by a 150-miIe-per-hour 
collision with another parachu­ 
tist breaking away from a 
tricky 10-man star formation, 
struggled helplessly with his 
ripcord as he fell 3,500 feet to 
his death Sunday. 
Toby M. Radecke, 29, of Los 
Angeles, smashed to earth in a 
backyard in the Sedeo Hills 
south of Lake Elsinore. 


John V. Hover, 21, of Loma 
Linda, Calif., a dental student, 
was knocked out by the impact 
with Radeckc, 
seconds after 
Hover’s parachute opened. He 


was unconscious when he land­ 
ed, and was reported in fair 
condition at Loma Linda Medi­ 
cal Center with a possible bro­ 
ken spine and internal injuries.

Kindling a lot of this interest 
in the American League is the new designatec 
hitter rule which will keep the pitcher in the 
dugout while a slugger lumbers to the plate in his 
place. It puts nine batters in the lineup instead of 
eight and a pitcher. 
THE NATIONAL LEAGUE didn't adopt the rule 
and it’s too bad. Much of the citizenry of the U.S., 
including sports followers, want changes of all 
kinds. They’re demanding changes “Now!” Base­ 
ball, more than other sports, is reluctant to make 
changes. The leaders don’t want to tamper with 
the rules. But a change such as the DH rule will 
add to the game and build up interest, and this 
will be advantageous to the A.L. 
Too many times the situation comes up when a 
team intentionally walks the No. 8 man with two 
outs so it can throw to the pitcher who usually 
strikes out or pops up. If that No. 8 man is walked 
now, the pitcher will have to face some slugger 
who does nothing but sit in the dugout until it’s his 
turn to swing a bat. He’s the specialist, such as 
the place kicker in football. 
American League officials, in hopes of ending 
talk that baseball hasn’t changed in the last three 
quarters of a century, have come up with a list of 
changes in the ame from 1887 to the present. 
HERE’S A LIST of the changes: 
1887 — The strike zone was established at the 
top of the shoulders to the bottom of the knee. 
1891 — Substitutes wrere permitted for a reason 
other than injury. 
1893 — The distance between the plate and the 
pitcher's rubber was set at 60 feet, 6 inches. 
1895 — The infield fly rule adopted with one out 
and first and second or first, second and third 
bases occupied. 
1901 — Revision of the infield fly rule to no outs 
as well as one out. 
1920 — Abolishment of the spit ball (Don't tell 
Gaylord Perry). 
1926 — A ground rule double for a ball batted 
over a fence less than 250 feet from the plate. 
1931 — A fair ball bouncing through or over a 
fence or into the stands ruled6a ground rule double 
and not a home run. 
1950 — The strike zone defined as from the 
armpit to the top of the knee. 
1963 — The strike zone defined as from the top 
of the shoulder to the bottom of the knee. 
1969 — The strike zone changed to the armpit to 
the top of the knee. 
After looking at the list, I have to admit that

Oldfield was the 
top performer in the ITA's 
fourth meet. After laying 
bombs in Los Angeles and Port­ 
land following a good start, at 
Pocatello, the pro stars put on 
an entertaining show here 
John Radetich, who took the 
high jump world mark to 7-4 
a month ago, almost duplicated 
the feat with, a 7-4 winning 
report. Lee Evans held off Lar­ 
ry James for his fourth victory 
in the 500 run. Australian Chris 
Fisher took the 1,000 in the good 
time of 2:06.9, and Kip Keino.

ALI SUFFERS BROKEN JAW 


Norton Becomes 'Somebody' In 
Boxing Victory Over Ex-Champ 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Ken 
Norton never touched a. barbell 
but it’s hard to believe. 


At 6-3 and 210 pounds, Norton 
has a physique that belongs in a 
w e ig h tlifte r’s m agazine. A 
physical fitness addict, he has a 
47 ft-inch expanded chest and. a 
30-inch waist. 


At 28, Norton is a former 
Marine Corps corporal and a 
former Joe Frazier sparring 
partner After his big victory 
over Muhammad Ali Saturday, 
Norton is a former nobody. 


Now he’s a somebody. 
The San Diego heavyweight, 
who spent 4 xk years in the 
Marines, is a tough boxer- 
puncher who was able to move 
well enough to catch Ali—even 
though it was a slowed-down- 
by-age Ali. 


Norton, a former high school 
track, basketball and football 
star, began his pro career with 
a fifth round knockout over 
Grady Brazell in 1967. Until 
Saturday, that might have been 
the high 'point of his career. 


His eighth round knockout 
loss to Venezuela’s Jose Luis 
Garcia in 1970 at Los Angeles 
haunted him. 


“We tried for two years to get 
a rematch,” .said Eddie Futch. 
N o rto n ’s tr a in e r . “ T hey 
wouldn’t give us one. Now they 
can chase us.” 


Because he was so highly 
regarded by the top-ranking 
heavyweight contenders and 
had virtually no reputation, the 
rugged. Norton had trouble get­ 
ting fights. His biggest previous 
purse before his $50,000 payday 
during the weekend, was $7,500. 
"This win is going to open a 
lot of doors,” Futch said. 


Futch, who predicted Nor­ 
ton’s shocker over Ali, and Nor­ 
ton insist that Norton can beat 
Houston, strong boy George 
Foreman. 


The mustachioed Norton, a 
native of Jacksonville, HI., went

Although Ali suffered a bro­ 
ken jaw in the opening round 
against the ex-Marine Corps 
corporal, he wasn’t silenced. A 
spokesman at Clairemont Gen­ 
eral Hospital in San Diego said 
Ali could talk even though his 
mouth is wired shut.

West semi-final series. West 
tossed, in 30 points and had a 
record-tying 19 assists while 
Chamberlain pulled down 21 
rebounds and blocked II shots, 
Earl Monroe and Walt Fra­ 
zier, the Knicks’ backcourt su­ 
perstars, combined for 61 points 
as New York defeated, the Balti­ 
more Bullets 123-103 to grab a 
2-0 lead in their best-of-seven 
East semi-final battle. Monroe, 
an ex-Bullet, scored 32 points 
while Frazier, an all-star who 
played on the K nicks’ only 
championship team of 1969-70, 
had 29. 
Cazzie Russell, another mem­ 
ber of that Knicks’ champion-

ship season, who is now doing 
his thing for Golden Statecame 
off the bench to score 25 points 
as the Warriors evened their 
West semi-final series with Mil­ 
waukee at one game apiece by 
defeating the Bucks 95-92. 
Havlicek’s performance bet­ 
tered the old Boston club record 
of 51 points set by Sam Jones in 
1967 and was just seven short of 
the league’s playoff record of 61 
points set by Elgin Baylor of 
the Lakers in 1962. 
“He’s a good player,” admit­ 
ted Atlanta coach Cotton Fitz­ 
simmons. “ Even when he 
scores 30 points you can say 
you contained him. But I think 
we’ll stop him. He won’t be 
doing this every night against 
us.” 
Havlicek wasn’t the only one 
who hurt, the Hawks, though. Jo 
Jo White added 34 points to the 
Celtics cause, Dave Cowens 
pulled down 1.7 rebounds and 
Art Williams had 12 assists. 
The Lakers, who needed only 
four games to eliminate the 
Bulls in the last season’s play­ 
offs, defeated them for the 14th 
time in their last 15 meetings. 
The L akers’ Gail Goodrich 
shared the spotlight with Cham­ 
berlain and West by tossing in 
33 points to lead, all scorers. 
Monroe and Frazier broke 
open the Knicks’ game with the 
Bullets by combining for II 
straight points early in the 
fourth quarter to give New 
York a comfortable 100-85 lead. 
Dave DeBusschere chipped in 
with 22 points for the Knicks 
while Phil Cbenier led Balti­ 
more with 27.

Sanguillen is returned to his 
regular catching position. They 
will miss the late Roberto 
Clemente but have the hitting 
depth to win without him. The 
Mets will be stronger with Rus­ 
ty Staub playing a full season 
and Felix Millan and Bud Har- 
relson giving them an outstand­ 
ing double play combination. 
The Mets were 8-6 over the 
Pirates in their 1972 season 
series and can beat them in a 
clutch series. The Cubs will 
play about the same as they 
have the last three seasons. The 
Expos will be improved and 
could finish fourth if the Cardi­ 
nals don’t hit any better than 
they did last season. The Phil­ 
lies just haven't got enough 
strengths to make a move to­ 
ward contention even with 
Steve Carlton starting every 
fourth game. 
— It is just not realistic to 
favor a team over a six-month 
tournament which has as many 
pitching questionmarks as the 


Reds. The Astros have a bril­ 
liant young star in Cesar Ced- 
eno, a batting order which 
scored more runs than any 
other team in the league last 
season and a manager in Leo 
Durocher who is at his best in 
this sort of situation. Remem­ 
ber that the Reds finished 
fourth in 1971 and lost both 
World Series in which they 
have played in the last three 
years. The Dodgers, Braves 
and Giants are all in varied 
states of transition and aren’t 
likely to be contenders. The 
Padres still have all the weak­ 
nesses of newly-formed expan­ 
sion teams. 
— A four-team race with the 
Yankees, Red Sox, Orioles and 
Tigers finishing under a blanket 
of seven or eight games. An 
argument can be made to pick 
the first four in any sequence 
but the feeling here is that Lee 
MacPhail’s patient rebuilding 
program will pay off, that the 
Red Sox missed their chance 
last season, that the Orioles will 
still have serious offensive 
problems this season and that 
the Tigers just can’t be expect­ 
ed to win out two years in a row 
in this closely-matched situa­ 


tion. The Indians and Brewers 
appear to have improved them­ 
selves with winter trades but 
can’t make it into contention. 
For all their defensive and 
possible pitching problems, the 
White Sox are by far the strong­ 
est offensive club in the league. 
The defending world champion 
Athletics, with the best pitching 
in the league, will make a 
gallant run but be beaten by a 
team with more guns. The An­ 
gels, Twins and Royals will 
finish only a few games apart 
but quite a distance behind the 
White Sox and Athletics. Rang­ 
er fans can expect a season of 
expermentation. The Rangers 
will still be trying to resolve 
problems in August that other 
teams solved in March. 
The playoffs and the World 
Series? 


The Pirates will beat the As­ 
tros in the NL playoffs and the 
White Sox will beat the Yan­ 
kees in the AL playoffs. Then 
the White Sox will beat the 
Pirates in a World Series which 
will be long remembered for its 
slugging.

The 
Mets will be stronger with Rus­ 
ty Staub playing a full season 
and Felix Milan and Bud Har- 
relson giving them an outstand­ 
ing double play combination. 
The Mets were 8-6 over the 
Pirates in their 1972 season 
series and can beat them in a 
clutch series. The Cubs will 
play about the same as they 
have the last three seasons. The 
Expos will be improved and 
could finish fourth if the Cardi­ 
nals don’t hit any better than 
they did last season. The Phil­ 
lies just haven’t got enough 
strengths to make a move to­ 
ward contention even with 
Steve Carlton starting every 
fourth game. 
— It is just not realistic to 
favor a team over a six-month 
tournament which has as many 
pitching questionmarks as the 


Reds. The Astros have a bril­ 
liant young star in Cesar Ced­ 
en o, a batting order which 
scored more runs than any 
other team in the league last 
season and a manager in .Leo 
Durocher who is at his best in 
this sort of situation.

the Tigers just can’t be expect­

The Indians and Brewers 
appear to have improved them­ 
selves with winter trades but 
can’t make it into contention. 
— For all their defensive and 
possible pitching problems, the 
White Sox are by far the strong­ 
est offensive club in the league. 
The defending world champion 
Athletics, with the best pitching 
in the league, will make a 
gallant ran but be beaten by a 
team with more guns. The An­ 
gels, Twins and Royals will 
finish only a few games apart 
but quite a distance behind the 
White Sox and Athletics. Rang­ 
er fans can expect a season of 
expermentation. The Rangers 
will still be trying to resolve 
problems in August that other 
teams solved in March. 
The playoffs and the World 
Series? 


The Pirates will beat the As­ 
tros in the NL playoffs and the 
White Sox will beat the Yan­ 
kees in the AL playoffs. Then 
the White Sox will beat the 
Pirates in a World Series which, 
will be long remembered for its 
slugging.

It is the o nly way the little fello w can 
tell us that he is unco mfo rtable, wet, hungry , 
needs to burp , o r wants to be cuddled. The 
ex cep tio n is the initial cry which fills the 
lungs with air. It. help s the ty ke to make the 
changeo ver fro m a p arasitic ex istence where1 
he lives o ff his mo ther's blo o dstream to his 
o wn 
indep endent circulatio n furnished by 
o x y gen in the lungs. 
During the first week o f life, 
the tiny air sacs beco me better 
aerated every time he cries. 
The co lo r o f the skin changes 
fro m a p inkish p urp le to cherry 
red and finally to p ink. There­ 
after, cry ing can be regarded 
as the beginning o f language 
fro m which sp eech is fashio ned. 


Then p ick him up and lo ve him 
and y o u'll see that it wo rks 
better.”

INCOME TAX FACTS

Federal Gift Tax Returns Now 
Due Quarterly, And Not Yearly 


Federal gift tax returns are now required 
quarterly instead of annually. 
That’s right. If you made gifts within any 
calendar quarter beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1971, to any one donee of more than $3,000 for 
the calendar year or a gift of a future interest 
in property regardless of the value then you 
must file a tax return on Form 709. 
These are individual returns and joint 
returns are not permitted. 
Only individuals are required to file as 
donors. However, if gifts are 
made by trusts, estates, part­ 
nerships or corporations, the 
individual beneficiaries, part­ 
ners or stockholders become 
donors and may incur a liabili­ 
ty under the federal gift tax 
law. 
The return must be filed on 
or before the 15th day of the 
second month following the 
close of the calendar quarter ir 
which the gifts were made. Yoi 
cannot file a return before the 
end of the calendar quarter 
unless it is a return of a de­ 
ceased donor. 
Gifts of present interest of 
less than $3,000 paid in previous 
quarters must be disclosed in 
the first quarterly return file J 
The tax must be paid by tn 
donor on or before the 15th day 
of the second month. There are 
penalties for delinquent returns 
and for delinquent paymen* of 
tax unless due to reason tbie 
cause. There are penalties for 
willful failure to file a return on 
time 
There is a specific exemption 
of $30,000 for each individual 
during his lifetime as well as 
the annual exclusion of $3,000 to 
any one donee during a calen­ 
dar year. 
However, if a gift is made in 
excess of the annual exclusion 
of $3,000 to any one donee, but 
less than the $30,000 specific 
exemption, you must file a re­ 
turn anyway even though no 


tax may be due. 
Gift taxes are complicated 
and you should see your tax 
advisor if you have made any 
gifts. 
Gift taxes are filed on Form 
709 and this form comes com­ 
plete with the instructions. 
If the gift is made anytime 
between Jan. 1 and March 31, 
the return is due May 15; be­ 
tween April 1 and June 30, the 
return is due Aug. 15; between 
July 1 and Sept. 30, the return 
is due Nov. 15; between Oct. 1 
and Dec. 31, the return is due 
Feb. 15. 
The California rules for filing 
gift tax returns have also been 
changed and California returns 
are now due at the same time 
as the federal returns. 
However, almost all of the 
other California rules are dif­ 
ferent than the federal so be 
sure to follow the California 
instructions separately. 
If you have made such a gift 
anytime and have not filed a 
gift tax return, you should do so 
immediately to avoid further 
interest and penalties.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Babies 
Cry For Many Reasons 
Even When Healthy, Normal 


Why does a baby cry? The most reasonable 
answer is that crying represents infant lan­ 
guage. It is the only way the little fellow' can 
tell us that he is uncomfortable, wet, hungry, 
needs to burp, or wants to be cuddled. The 
exception is the initial cry which fills the 
lungs with air. It helps the tyke to make the 
changeover from a parasitic existence where1 
he lives off his mother’s bloodstream to his 
own independent circulation furnished by 
oxygen in the lungs. 
During the first week of life, 
the tiny air sacs become better 
aerated every time he cries. 
The color of the skin changes 
from a pinkish purple to cherry 
red and finally to pink. There­ 
after,. crying can be regarded 
as" the beginning of language 
from which speech is fashioned. 


Then pick him up and love him 
and you’ll see that it works 
better.” 


BABY’S FIRST cries which 
are shrill and nasal sound like 
a-a-a and later wa-wa-wa. The 
next sounds come from the 
throat and differ form the shrill 
type of crying. These are com­ 
fort 
sounds; they are more 
relaxed and deeper in quality 
than the discom fort sounds. 
Mothers seem to know the dif­ 
ference and sense quickly what 
their baby wants. 
The infant’s cries should be 
answered within a reasonable 
length of time. There are occa­ 
sions when every reason for 
crying, including illness and 
pain, is elim inated and the 
cause remains a mystery. In 
such, instances, rem ain calm 
and confident. It is surprising 
* howr often a relaxed attitude 
brings relief. 
A wise grandmother once told 
her daughter that some babies 
need to cry. “ Let him cry when 
you put him down for the night 


Nonflyers Drow

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con­ 
gressional investigators say 
that nearly 30,000 military offi­ 
cers are receiving flight pay 
although they hold nonflying 
jobs. 

Les Asptn, D-Wis., re­ 
leased Sunday the results of a 
G e n e ra l A ccounting O ffice 
(GAO) study which showed $75 
million in flight pay will be 
disbursed this year to nonflying 
personnel such as generals and 
adm irals. 
Aspin said the House Appro­ 
priations Committee last year 
voted to eliminate flight pay for 
colonels and generals unless the 
Pentagon proposed a new' pay 
program by May 31 of this 
year.

SEOUL (UPIi — T w o heavily 
armed U.S. Army soldiers bar­ 
ricaded themselves inside a Ko­ 
rean police guardbox for more 
than nine hours today, demand­ 
ing honorable discharges from 
the Army, immunity from pros­ 
ecution and transportation out 
of Korea. 
The soldiers. Spec. 5 Michael 
McDonald. 25. of Oakland, Cal­ 
if and PFC Terry Hergert, 22. 
of St. Johns. Wash, surrendered 
to U.S. officials about 7:45 p.m. 
(5:45 a.m. ESTi after two bud­ 
dies convinced them to give up. 
McDonald and Hergert took a 
small arsenal inside the police 
guardbox, including at least 
three light machine guns, two 
shotguns, two M16 rifles, two 
grenade launchers, three cases 
of grenades and a large store of 
ammunition. 
Witnesses said they also had 
a supply of food. 
“ They could have filled a 
delivery van,” a witness said. 
Police boxes are detached 
sentry boxes or one-room of- • 
fices where a policeman is on 
duty many hours a day, some­ 
times continuously. They are 
located in almost every neigh­ 
borhood in Japanese and Kore­ 
an cities, where most people j 
don't 
have telephones and 
might need to reach a police­ 
man quickly to report trouble. 
Military spokesmen said the 
two gave up peacefully after 
two friends, PFCs Johnnie A. 
Dunn and Steven Zimmerman, 
pleaded with them to drop their 
demands and return to military 
control. 
Their surrender ended a day 
of tense confrontation between 
the two soldiers and nearly 100 
American and South Korean 
troops and policemen on Nam- 
soan Hill in Seoul. 
Army spokesmen said no 
charges were filed immediately 
against the two soldiers. 
They were stationed at Camp 
Humphreys, Pyongtaek. Korea, 
35 miles south of Seoul. 
The spokesman said three 
Korean policemen and five ci­ 
vilians also spent the day in the 
police box. but he said the 
Koreans were not held hostage. 
Gen. 
D. V. 
Bennett, com­ 
mander-in-chief of U.S. forces 
in Korea, came to the hill, but 
did not talk to the two soldiers. 
According to Korean police 
sources, McDonald and Hergert 
came to the police box at about 
8:30 A.M. in an army truck 
loaded with the weapons. They 
stayed at the police box along 
with the unsuspecting three po­ 
licemen for about two hours, 
and then moved to take control 
of the place, the sources said. 
No shots were fired during 
the confrontation, U.S. military 
officials said.

INCOME TAX FACTS

Federal Gift Tax Returns Now 
Due Quarterly, And Not Yearly 


Federal gift tax returns are now required 
quarterly instead of annually. 
That’s right. If you made gifts within any 
calendar quarter beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1971, to any one donee of more than $3,000 for 
the calendar year or a gift of a future interest 
in property regardless of the value then you 
must file a tax return on Form 709. 
These are individual returns and joint 
returns are not permitted. 
Only individuals are required to file as 
donors. However, if gifts are 
made by trusts, estates, part­ 
nerships or corporations, the 
individual beneficiaries, part­ 
ners or stockholders become 
donors and may incur a liabili­ 
ty 'under the federal gift tax 
law. 
The return must be filed on 
or before the 15th day of the 
second month following the 
close of the calendar quarter if 
which the gifts were made. Yoi 
cannot file a return before the 
end of the calendar quarter 
unless it is a return of a de­ 
ceased donor. 
Gifts of present interest of 
less than $3,000 paid in previous 
quarters must be disclosed in 
the first quarterly return file J 
The tax must be paid by tu 
donor on or before the 15th day 
of the second month. There are 
penalties for delinquent returns 
and for delinquent paymen* of 
tax unless due to reason ible 
cause. There are penalties for 
willful failure to file a return on 
time 
There is a specific exemption 
of $30,000 for each individual 
during his lifetime as well as 
the annual exclusion of $3,000 to 
any one donee during a calen­ 
dar year. 
However, if a gift is made in 
excess of the annual exclusion 
of $3,000 to any one donee, but 
less than the $30,000 specific 
exemption, you must fie a re­ 
turn anyway even though no 


tax may be due. 
G it taxes are complicated 
and you should see your tax 
advisor i you have made any 
gifts. 
G it taxes are filed on Form 
709 and this form comes com­ 
plete with the instructions. 
If the g it is made anytime 
between Jan. 1 and March 31, 
the return is due May 15; be­ 
tween April 1 and June 30, the 
return is due Aug. 15; between 
July 1 and Sept. 30, the return 
is due Nov. 15; between Oct. 1 
and Dec. 31, the return is due 
Feb. 15. 
The California rules for filing 
g it tax returns have also been 
changed and Caliomia returns 
are now due at the same time 
as the federal returns. 
However, almost all of the 
other California rules are dif- 
ferent than the federal so be 
sure to follow the Caliomia 
instructions separately. 
If you have made such a g it 
anytime and have not lied a 
g it tax return, you should do so 
immediately to avoid further 
interest and penalties.

<5:45 a.m.. ESTi after two bud­ 
dies convinced them to give up. 
McDonald and Hergert took a 
small arsenal inside the police 
guardbox, including at least 
three light machine guns, two 
shotguns, two M16 rifles, two 
grenade launchers, three cases 
of grenades and a large store of 
ammunition. 
Witnesses said they also had 
a supply of food. 
“They could have filled a 
delivery van,” a witness said. 
Police boxes are detached 
sentry boxes or one-room, of­ 
fices where a policeman is on 
duty many hours a day, some­ 
tim es continuously. They are 
located in almost every neigh­ 
borhood in Japanese and Kore­ 
an cities, where most people 
don’t have telephones and 
might need to reach a police­ 
man quickly to report trouble. 
Military spokesmen said the 
two gave up peacefully after 
two friends, PFCs Johnnie A. 
Dunn and Steven Zimmerman, 
pleaded with them to drop their 
demands and return to military 
control. 
Their surrender ended, a. day 
of tense confrontation between 
the two soldiers and nearly 100 
American and South Korean 
troops and policemen on Nam- 
soan Hill in Seoul. 
Arm y spokesm en said no 
charges were filed immediately 
against the two soldiers. 
They were stationed at Camp 
Humphreys, Pyongtaek, Korea, 
35 miles south of Seoul... 
The spokesman said three 
Korean policemen and five ci­ 
vilians also spent the day in the 
police box. but he said the 
Koreans were not held hostage.

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Ruling Said Victory 
Of Conservationists 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Conservationist groups 
won a 
major legal 
victory today when the 
Supreme Court refused to disturb a lower court 
ruling blocking construction of the controversial, 
multi-million dollar Alaskan oil pipeline. 
Without comment, the Court 
------------------------------------------- 
the department allotted addi­ 
tional land through special use 
permits, would have been near- 
iy 200 feet wide in some areas. 
The company said the addi­ 
tional right-of-way was needed 
for access to the pipeline and 
because of special construction 
requirements made necessary 
by the Arctic nature of the 
terrain. 
The Senate has several bills 
pending which would in effect 
reverse the court actions. 
One by Chairman Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash.. of the Senate 
In te rio r C o m m ittee, would 
amend the 1920 act to permit 
the Interior Secretary to grant 
wider rights-of-way. 


rejected an appeal by the gov­ 
ernment, the state of Alaska 
and the Alyeska Pipeline Serv­ 
ice Co. from a U.S. Court of 
Appeals decision prohibiting the 
Interior Department from issu­ 
ing a permit for the proposed 
789-mile pipeline. 
The Feb. 9 appeals court rul­ 
ing held that the width of the 
right-of-way for the pipeline ex-, 
eeeded the 50-foot limit set in a 
1920 federal law-. 
The Alyeska firm, formed by 
oil companies to build the pipe­ 
line. had asked for and obtained 
from the Interior Department a 
right of way far exceeding the 
50-foot width. 
The right of way, for which 


Supporters of the legislation 
say changes —which would ap­ 
ply to canals, roads and power 
lines as well — are needed 
because requirements for such 
facilities have changed marked­ 
ly since the law’ was enacted 
more than 50 years ago. 


Alyeska, the federal govern­ 
m ent and state authorities 
argued the pipeline was essen­ 
tial to help the United States 
cope with the energy crisis and 
to reduce reliance on oil im­ 
ports from foreign producers. 


The proponents of the pipe­ 
line also said the project would 
help reduce the present balance 
of payments deficit being in­ 
curred. 
In other major actions the 
Court: 
—Refused to hear Pennsyl­ 
vania's arguments that proce­ 
dures for imposing the death 
penalty in the state were consti­ 
tutional 


—Agreed to review next term 
a ruling by a three-judge feder­ 
al panel in Chicago that the 
federal government has been 
using an unconstitutional stan­ 


dard for dismissing employes 
over the past 60 years. 
—Accepted for decision next 
term a dispute over whether an 
Illinois law restricting the right 
of voters to cast cross-over 
ballots in prim ary elections is 
constitutional. 
—Let stand without comment 
the ruling of a lower court 
which 
refused 
to consider 
claims that the Vietnam war 
was unconstitutional. 
The Alaskan pipeline has 
been a major target of ecology 
groups. 
Opponents of the project had 
urged 
the 
Suprem e 
Court 
against involving itself in the 
dispute until Congress had 
looked into the situation. Sever­ 
al bills arc now under consider­ 
ation. 
The chief opponents are the 
Wilderness Society, the Envi­ 
ronmental Defense Fund, Inc., 
and Friends of the Earth. They 
told the Court sufficient atten­ 
tion has not been given to 
routing both oil and gas through 
Canada. 
Under the plan now' proposed, 
hot crude oil would be piped 


from the Arctic north slope to 
Alaska's southern port of Val­ 
dez. 
The oil industry insists that 
the pipeline is needed to bring 
oil from Alaska's northern area 
to the southern part of the 
state. 
Opponents predicted fouling 
of Pacific waters along the 
West Coast and serious damage 
to the primitive Alaskan wilder­ 
ness. They contended that the 
oil in any event is needed more 
in the midwest and east, which 
would be the primary market 
under the Canadian plan 
The appeals court did not 
decide whether the environmen­ 
tal impact statement issued by 
the Interior Department satis 
fied the requirements of federal 
law. The Justice Departmenl. 


appealing on Interior's behalf, 
urged the Court to take up this 
matter. But the environmental 
groups said the issue is not ripe 
for the court's attention 
They said many of the prob­ 
lems may 1>* solved by Con 
gress if the Court would refuse 
to act.

Geneen told Senate investiga­ 
tors, however, that “ the subject 
was obviously dropped’’ and 
insisted that ITT never contrib­ 
uted money “ to any person or 
to any agency of any govern­ 
ment to block the election of 
Dr. Allende.” 
A Central Intelligence Agency 
official, William V. Broe, testi­ 
fied last week that Geneen of­ 
fered to help finance a block 
Allende effort by contributing 
to Allende’s No. 1 opponent. 
Broe said the CIA rejected the 
offer. 
Geneen testified “ I under­ 
stand Mr. Broe recalls that I 
raised a question whether a 
contribution could be m ade 
through the agency to support a 
democratic candidate. He says 
he said ’no.’ 
“ I don’t recall this part of the 
conversation, but it is a m atter 
I might well have raised in 
view of my concerns,” Geneen 
said. 
“ Since.I have no recollection 
to the contrary, I accept it. In 
any event, the subject was ob­ 
viously dropped and I did noth­ 
ing further about it.” 
Geneen insisted that “ ITT did 
not take any steps to block the 
election of Salvador Allende as 
President of Chile.” 
He said, “all that ITT did w as 
to present its views, concerns 
and ideas to various depart­ 
ments of the U.S. government. 
This is not only its right, but 
also its obligation.” 
“The right is a very impor­ 
tant constitutional light, and I 
would hope that this committee 
would agree that it is not wrong 
for a citizen to try to approach 
government officials to discuss 
with them his problems and 
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concerns, and to raise possible 
solutions consistent with gov­ 
ernment policies.” Geneen said. 
“ In turn, the obligation to so 
petition the government arises 
because the m anagem ent of 
any company has a direct obli­ 
gation to the shareholders and 
to the employes to attempt to 
protect their interests.” 
Geneen said that a July 16, 
1970, meeting he had with Broe, 
then chief of clandestine opera­ 
tions for the Central Intellig­ 
ence Agency for Latin Ameriea, 
was arranged by John McCone, 
former CIA director who now is 
an ITT director. 
Bore testified last week Ge­ 
neen wanted the funds chan­ 
nelled through the CIA to Jorge 
E. AJessandri, the chief oppo­ 
nent of /Allende. ITT officials 
testified the funds were intend­ 
ed for low cost housing and 
other social projects in hopes 
Allende would be dissuaded 
from nationalizing ITT proper­ 
ties. 
The CIA refused Geneen’s of­ 
fer, but later contacted ITT 
officials about ways to disrupt 
the Chilean economy before Al­ 
lende took office, according to 
Broe and documents in posses­ 
sion of the Senate investigators. 
ITT officials have testified 
that they rejected the plan as 
unworkable. 
Reports from Santiago said 
that Allende has suspended im­ 
portant talks on outstanding bi­

U.S. Air Hits Fail To Halt Reds 


PHNOM 
PENH (UPI) - 
American F ill fighter jets 
blasted advancing Communist 
lines on embattled Highway 2 
today, but succeeded only in 
covering the retreat of govern­ 
ment forces as Communist 
troops stormed into the district 
town of Chambak only 20 miles 
south of Phnom Penh. 
Field officers said the Ameri­ 
can warplanes made at least 
eight sorties against the town of 
Chambak itself before return­ 
ing to their bases in Thailand. 
Monday marked the 26th con­ 
secutive day of intensified 
American air raids in Cambod­ 
ia.

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Field reports said govern­ 
ment troops retreated two 
miles north on Highway 2 under 
a heavy Communist 82 mm 
mortar arrage. Inital casualty 
figures were put at seven dead 
and 33 wounded. 
Communist units intensified 
offensive operations on every 
front today, and well informed 
military sources said the daily 
U.S. B52 and F ill strikes have 
completely failed to stem the 
current Communist push. 
During the past two months, 
Communist units have man­ 
aged to sever every major sup­ 
ply route feeding the Cambodi­ 
an capital, including Highways 


1, 2, 3 and 4, and the nation’s 
most important supply artery, 
the Mekong River. 
According to the high com­ 
mand, fighting erupted along 
the banks of the Mekong less 
than 15 miles southeast of 
Phnom Penh today as Commu­ 
nist forces staged a fiercei 
ground attack against the town 
of Tuk Khleang. 
G overnm ent lo sses w ere 
recorded as four killed and 14 
wounded, the command said. 
With Communist units hold­ 
ing both banks of the river 
south and north of the beseiged 
naval base of Neak Luong, 32 
miles southeast of Phnom 


Penh, all river supply traffic 
has been halted for more than a 
week. 
After lying at anchor just 
inside the Vietnamese border 
for seven days, a convoy bear­ 
ing desperately needed supplies 
of food, ammunition and petro­ 
leum products finaly abandoned 
the idea of proceeding on to 
Phnom Penh and returned Sun­ 
day to its port base at Vung 
Tao in South Vietnam. 
Strictly supervised petroleum 
rationing went into effect in the 
capital Monday as government 
officials revealed that the city 
has less than a six-day supply 
of gasoline left. 


Saigon To Boycott Military Panel 
Until Viet Cong Stops Attacks 


SAIGON (UPI) - A South 
Vietnam ese spokesm an said 
Saigon would boycott Joint Mili­ 
tary Commission (JMC) meet­ 
ings with the Viet Cong until 
the Communists stop attacks on 
a beseiged government outpost. 
The Saigon government has 
reported intense fighting at the 
ranger base, Tong Le Chan, 50 
miles north of the capital, since 
Feb. 26. The Communists have 
bombarded the camp with thou­ 
sands of shells, killing more 
than a dozen troops and wound­ 
ing about one fourth of the 500 
government defenders. 
Communist gunners fired 275 
rounds of mixed artillery, rock­ 
et and mortr fire into the 
camp m a six-hour period late

Sunday, killing two men and 
wounding 12 others. 
A South Vietnam ese com ­ 
mand spokesman, Lt. Col. Le 
Trung Hien, said the govern­ 
ment was boycotting meetings 
with the Viet Cong in the new 
two-sided JMC until the Com­ 
munists stopped their attacks 
at the base, which is about 10 
miles south of the battered pro­ 
vincial capital of An Loc. 
A group of about 500 persons, 
mostly elderly men, dem on­ 
strated at the headquarters of 
the four-nation International 
Commission for Control and Su­ 
pervision (ICCS) in Saigon to­ 


day, demanding the Commu­ 
nists lift their siege at Tong Le 
Chan. 
The South Vietnamese and 
the Communists worked out a 
unique two-hour truce within a 
truce on March 25 to allow 
government evacuation helicop­ 
ters into the base to take out 
the wounded. The truce was 
called after the South Vietnam­ 
ese threatened to attack in 
force. 
Since then, 60 others have 
been wounded and four killed, 
bringing the total number of 
casualties since Feb. 26 to 15 
killed and 109 wounded. 


Refuge Denied 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The 
immigration office announced 
yesterday that Sweden will no 
longer give refuge to U.S. 
armed forces deserters or draft 
resisters. But it said Americans 
already inweden can stay. 
Kjell Oeberg, the chief of the 
immigration office, said the So­ 
cial Democratic government of 
Premier Olof Palme — himself 
a harsh critic of the U.S. policy 
in Southeast Asia — decided in 
1969 that only deserters or draft 
resisters facing possible service 
in “a theater of war” could 
obtain permission to live and 
work in Sweden. 


Quake Blame 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (UPI) 
— Santiago volcano today was 
blamed for five strong earth­ 
quakes that shook the ruins left 
by a destructive earlier quake 
in which 10,000 persons died. 
The tremors Saturday shook 
down walls and caused some 
panic. 
There were no reports of inju­ 
ries. 


Energy Needs 


LONDON (UPD - The world 
petroleum industry will have to 
spend $1 trillion between 1970 
and 1985 to meet the demand 
for energy, but it is doubtful 
under present economic condi­ 
tions that the money can be 
raised, the Chase Manhattan 
Bank said today. 
“ The requirements for ntu- 
ral gas, too. will be more than 
double,” the report said. “ Much 
of the oil and natural gas that 
will be needed has not yet been 
found,” it said. 
“ Based on past experience, 
the energy economists predict 
that under present conditions 
the most that the industry culd 
generate internally would be 
$600 billion, leaving $400 billion 
to be obtaind through the capi­ 
tal markets,” the report added.

Tiger Drive 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - The 
Indian government launched a 
$5.2 million campaign yester­ 
day to save tigers from extinc­ 
tion. 
T ourism M in ister K aran 
Singh, announcing “ Project Ti­ 
ger,” said, “The tiger, which is 
now a symbol of the entire 
wildlife and has enriched the 
lives of many generations, 
might not be seen by our chil­ 
dren when they grow up if the 
present trend is not reversed.” 
Plans call for the immediate 
renovation of nine game pre­ 
serves designed to nurture the 
dwindling tiger population back 
to strength. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
com p u ter-b ased system to 
process Medi-Cal claims has 
run $4.5 million over its budget, 
paid twice for the same serv­ 
ices and sent checks to the 
wrong persons, the legislature’s 
auditor general reports. 
Depite the errors and “still 
unresolved p ro g ram p ro b ­ 
lems,” the 42-page study de­ 
clared “the state has prema­ 
turely accepted and made final 
paym ents” for the Medi-Cal 
Management System. 
The report, prepared by Wal­ 
ter J. Quinn, acting deputy 
auditor general, stated claims 
were “paid in excess of allowa­ 
ble limits” in addition to the 
duplicate payments and checks 
going to wrong providers. 
But it added, “We were not 
able to estimate the magnitude 
of erroneous payments nor do 
we know to what extent erro­ 
neous payments have been re­ 
turned.” 
In summarizing the report, 
Assemblyman Vincent Thomas, 
D-San Pedro, chairman of the 
Joint Legislative Audit Commit­ 
tee. declared, “ Procedures 
have been developed which en­ 
courage improper disbursement 
of funds. 
“ Clerical personnel make 
major decisions in overriding 
programmed computer controls 
resulting in payments which 
a r 
not reviewed or audited,” 
said. 
The request for the study 
grew out of complaints from 
hospitals and other providers of 
Mtdi-Cal services that their 
claims were not being paid. 
“ Payments through the sys­ 
tems have been very slow with 
some entered in the system in 
August and September 192 still 
unpaid,” Thomas stated. 


The current state budget al­ 
lots $2.6 million to be paid to 
Health Care Services Adminis­ 
trators for the peration of the 
system through June 30. 
The group, a joint venture 
involving Pacific Mutual Life 
Insurance Co., Occidental Life 
Insurance and California-West­ 
ern States Life Insurance, has 
already received $3.5 million. 
The report said another $3.5 
million will be required to oper­ 
ate the system through June 30, 
bringing the total to $7 million 
or about $4.5 million more than 
was budgeted. 
According to the study, more 
than $180,000 worth of checks 
have been returned by provi­ 
ders, such as hospitals and 
doctors, apparently because the 
checks were duplicates of ear­ 
lier payments or were sent to 
the wrong person. 
The report stated 71 fictitious 
oeneficiary names and more 
than 60,000 fictitious beneficiary 
numbers have been introduced 
into the computer system to 
provide payments where identi­ 
fication is not complete.

Alan Russell is in France and I'm here (which makes no sense at all) and I trust 
he will enjoy himself as well as find us one or two wines to bring into M arin. As you 
know, European wines, particularly French and Germ an, are becoming increasingly 
difficult to find, and if found, ridiculously expensive to purchase. I'm convinced the 
vintners of France and Germ any will continue to increase their prices as long as we 
Americans a re silly enough to pay and this frightens me. It frightens me partly 
because the French and Germ an wine prices are being inflated on the basis of 
demand as opposed to increased costs and I consider such business practices 
somewhat dishonorable. W hat bothers me more is that we are letting them get 
aw ay with these unreasonable prices. Now I readily adm it that California does not 
produce enough first rate wine to meet our needs and that some im porting must be 
done. I'll also adm it that there are still some excellent wine values from Europe in 
terms of both price and aualHy, and H you can find them (we have m any) you may 
actually get 
more quality for your dollar than you would get purchasing 
com parable California types. However, when the big fellow controlling famous 
chateaux and vineyards in Europe continue to inflate their prices because there 
appears to be no lim it to what Americans will pay then I say balderdash — this 
must stop. W hat a wonderful position for a French or Germ an grower to be in: 
W hat the Americans won't buy, the Japanese w ill. 


The new wine and spirits shelving has been installed in our Marinwood store and 
I hope you like R. By the way, the Monogor at M arinwood, Bill W right, designed the 
wine gondolas we have there now and the design is so successful that the company 
which built the gondolas from Bill's drawings, C alifornia R slriaeration, has sent 
their prospective customers from as fa r aw ay as San Diego and Eureka to adm ire 
and m arvel. Thus, several other stores will be using the same design for their wine 
displays and my hat is off to Billy. 


Final rem odeling plans for our Mon tec Ho Store have been accepted by M anager 
Larry Ghilottl and we hope to be completed w ithin ninety days. The rem odeling will 
allow us display space for well over seven hundred wines.

Prison Rampage 
Is Reported 


in 1950. “ Last minute gifts,” or 
those made “in contemplation • 
of death” may still be set aside 
and taxed. Uncle will question 
gifts you might make within 
three years of death. 
The heirs may be able to 
show that the donor had a “life 
motive.” For example, he may 
have gotten married recently. 
Or started a new business. Or 
adopted children. These factors 
would indicate a “life motive,” 
not contemplation of death. So 
the gift is not taxed as a part of 
the inheritance or estate. 
You may make gifts in trust 
— or in trust accounts. Suppose 
you keep a “string on the gift,” 
such as reserving use of the 
income for life? This will show 
you still regard yourself as the 
owner. The taxman treats the 
bank account or trust property 
as if you are still ow-ner. 
Can you make a gift, but hold 
on to it as long as you live? 
Generally, no. Say you give 
your home to your son, signing 
a deed to the property. But you 
stay in the house, living there 
rent free. The house would still 
be considered part of your es­ 
tate. Technically, you have re­ 
tained a life interest. 
Suppose you set up a joint 
bank account. You put in $5,000. 
The other person puts in $38.50. 
Here there is no valuable con­ 
tribution by the other party. 
This is not a completed gift. 
You still have control over the 
joint account. 
Even if you escape the inher­ 
itance man, if the gifts are 
large, then the gift tax man will 
come knocking on your door. 
Generally, though, his bite is 
smaller. 
Good estate planning can 
greatly reduce taxes. Note: Cal­ 
ifornia lawyers offer this col­ 
umn so you may know about 
our laws.

SFO Plan 


Approved 
By Judge 


I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - Judge 
Albert Wollenberg of U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court has approved a reor­ 
ganization pro g ram for San 
Francisco and Oakland Helicop­ 
ter Airlines Inc., under which 
the company is allowed to stay 
in business and issue new se­ 
curities to its creditors. 


Judge Wollenberg called the 
plan, form ulated through work­ 
ing with company creditors un- 
un d er the B ankruptcy A ct, 
“ fair, equitable and feasible.” 


The plan does not provide 
anything for the old stockhold­ 
ers since the judge found that 
SFO has current liabilities of 
$4.9 million com pared to a total 
value of the com pany of about 
$3.6 million. 


The secured creditors of the 
financially troubled airline are 
owed about $1,452,999, while un­ 
secured creditors were owed 
nearly $3.5 million. 


The reorganization plan calls 
for Trans World Airlines, which 
is owed about $1,099,000, to get 
$500,000 in new Class A com­ 
mon stock with the rest of the 
debt to be paid in 60-monthly 
installm ents. 


A new issue of Class B stock 
totalling 702,000 shares will be 
distributed pro rata to the re­ 
maining creditors. 


Judge Wollenberg based his 
approval mainly on a report 
from the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission, which not­ 
ed that SFO’s financial per­ 
f o r m a n c e 
h a s i m p r o v e d 
m arkedly since August 1970, 
when federal trustees assum ed 
office.

White House's

WASHINGTON (UP1) — Rep 
Les Aspin, D-Wis., says the 
White House plans to more than 
double the fleet of helicopters 
reserved for its own use at 
cost of $37.7 million. 
In a weekend statem ent, As 
pin said President Nixon should 
take his budget pruning battle 
to his own departm ent by can 
celing an order for 17 new 
helicopters used to carry digni 
taries to and from the rear 
lawn of the White House. 
The White House already has 
16 helicopters that are only one 
year old, Aspin said. 
Pentagon officials, however, 
said the new aircraft would not 
be added to the present fleet 
but would replace it, with the 16 
helicopters reverting to mili­ 
tary use.

Youth's Life Is Saved 


By Rare Heart Surgery 


Stephen C. Brocksen is alive 
today and he has the surgical 
and emergency staff at Marin 
General Hospital to thank for 
that. 
The 16-year-old Novato youh 
suffered a torn aorta in a mo­ 
torcycle accident Saturday, an 
injury that is fatal in about 08 
per cent of all cases, according 
to a hospital spokesman. 
Brocksen. hurt when his cycle 
and a car collided head-on on 
Nieasio Valley 
Koad. 
was 
rushed to the hospital with mas­ 
sive hemorrhaging from the 
major artery leading from the 
heart. 


Following emergency treat­ 
ment. he underwent an aortic 
graft, the first time the proce­ 
dure has been performed in 
Marin. 
The spokesman said surgeons 
used plastic tubing to bypass 
the damaged part of the artery 
so they could work on it. Plastic 
material was also used to re­ 
pair the hole in the arterial 
wall 
Brocksen spent nine hours in 
surgery and received 25 pints of 
blood — his entire blood supply 
was replaced twice — including 
two pints donated by physicians 
who were observing the unusual

Radio Bid 


Redwood High School’s at­ 
tempts to operate its own radio 
station have failed because 
there are no clear frequencies 
available in the Bay Area. 
The Tamalpais High School 
District applied to the Federal 
Com munications Commission 
last December for a license to 
operate the FM station, which 
was to have broadcast to the 
entire Ross Valley. 
Truman Whorton, industrial 
arts teacher, who launched the 
radio station venture today said 
it appears there is no way 
Redwood can solve the dilem­ 
ma.

As Sausalito Trustees 


Three persons who filed for 
three available seats on the 
Sausalito School District board 
of trustees are scheduled to be 
appointed to the posts at to­ 
day’s meeting of the board at 
7:30 p.m. in the district office. 
Incumbents Barbara S. Har­ 
ris and Betty J. Times had 
sought reelection and Douglas 
Fancher had filed for the seat 
made vacant by trustee Jesse 
E. Berry’s decision not to mn 
again. 
Since no, more than three 
candidates sought the seats, in 
the first uncontested election in 
the district in recent years, the 


trio will be appointed to the 
board for term s which will be­ 
gin July 1. 
Dr. Virgil S. Hollis, Marin 
C ounty su p e rin te n d e n t of 
schools, will adm inister the 
oath of office. 
The board will also consider a 
recommendation by its master 
plan sterring committee that it 
adopt a resolution of intent to 
locate all students in one 
school.

He and members of the Lon­ 
aku commune are living a styl­ 
ized version of the scavenger 
forager life of modern man’s 
ancestors, coming into direct 
exposure with his environment. 
“ We are making a place after 
5,000 years for the male hor­ 
mone,” he said. 
This hormone, he said, only 
manifests itself when men tests 
him self against his environ 
ment in “ turf struggles,” when 
the aborigine is in constant 
contact with opposing forces. 
Commune members reenact 
struggles of precivilization man 
through m artial a rts. They 
dress in black with packets of 
white 
powder 
under 
their 
clothes. The object of the game 
is to explode packets on the 
opponent, winning the game. 
These games express man’s 
need to “ feel out” his environ­ 
ment and without them man 
becomes paranoid, frustrated, 
b e llig e re n t tow ard so ciety , 
Chickering said. 
Young people, the children of 
affluent America, he said, are 
turning away from the life style 
of/their fathers because “ none 
of this involves my body, none 
of this feels real.” 
Martial arts, expressing what 
he called the “ territorial imper­ 
ative,” or struggle for an unde­ 
fined area or secure base, in­ 
volves the discipline of mind, 
spirit and body.” 
Members of the Lonaku com­ 
mune, until recently, lived on a 
patch of land in Napa County, 
which was taken over by the 
Napa School District, he said.

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Museum Learns 
Mosaic Is Stolen

A 
4th Century Roman mosaic 
fragment acquired by Newark 
Museum in 1970 has been identi 
fied as one of two stolen pieces 
taken by thieves shortly after 
they were discovered in 1?h>7. 
Samuel C. Miller, director of 
the museum, confirmed Sunday 
reports that the nearly 10-foot 
square mosaic was one of the 


stolen pieces taken shortly after 
they were unearthed by a team 
of Belgian archaeologists in 
Syria 
Miller said the museum pur­ 
chased the mosaic piece from a 
New York dealer for “ less than 
$10,000.” which he described as 
respectable and prestigious He 
said he believed the dealer had 
acted in good faith and "might 
have been taken somewhat 
himself.” 
Miller said the stolen piece of 
treasure was identified during a 
‘‘quiet investigation” conducted 
by the museum and an arcaeol- 
ogist. 
The piece was one of two 
floor mosaics depicting two 
bare-breasted Amazons, armed 
and on horse hack, hunting a 
lion and a leopard with lances. 
They were reported stolen 


from a room in the Roman 
governor’s palace at Apamea, a 
noted archaeolgical site in 
western Syria. I/ication of the 
second piece remins unknown. 
Miller said, but archaeologists 
believe it may have been de­ 
stroyed by the thieves. 
Miller denied a l»ndon news 
report which said the museum 
planned to return the fragment 
to the Syrian government He 
said the matter would he decid­ 
ed by the museum’s board of 
trustees, and said the situation 
was not considered serious 
enough to warrant an investiga­ 
tion by law enforcement author­ 
ities here 
"We can’t make grand state­ 
ments at this time.” he said. 
“ Rest assured the museum is 
distresed. hut must act with 
legal counsel and advice be­ 
cause we have a reputation 
involved here.” 
He said a trustees meeting 
scheduled for April 9 might be 
moved lip now that the story 
has liven made public, lie said 
the trustees would make recom­ 
mendations concerning the mu­ 
seum’s research into the mosa­ 
ic fragment.

Necessity Lacking 
For 3 Propositions 


Four city boards and com­ 
missions are provided for by 
the San Rafael city charter: 
the board of education, fire 
commission, parks and recrea­ 
tion commission, and board of 
library trustees. 


There is a fifth: the planning 
commission. However, it is not 
mentioned in the charter for 
the simple reason that such a 
thing as a planning commission 
had not occurred to anybody 
when the charter was adopted 
in 1912. 
It was created by 
ordinance, with its size fixed at 
seven members. 


TIIK HOARDS and commis­ 
sions set up by the charter 
have five members each. The 
city council would like to be 
free to change the number of 
members on fire commission, 
parks and recreation commis­ 
sion, and library board. It 
seeks that authority in Proposi­ 
tions II, J and K on the April 17 
municipal election ballot. 
Proposition II refers to the 
fire commission. Proposition J 
to the parks and recreation 
commission, and Proposition K 
to the library board. The three 
are otherwise identical: “ Shall 
the (appropriate section* of the 
charter of the City of San 
Rafael be amended to provide 
that the city council shall set 
the number of members . . . by 
ordinance or resolution?” 
Apparently the intent of the 
city council is.to increase the 
three bodies to seven members 
each, with the idea that this 
would give better assurance of 
having a quorum present. (The 
record fails to bear out that 
seven-member commissions 
muster a quorum much more 
regularlv than five-member 


commissions, but that has been 
put forth as a reason for 
change. * 


H O W EV ER, as City Atty. 
Fred C. Robbins Jr. interprets 
the propositions, they would 
give the council authority to set 
the membership of these three 
boards at zero. In other words, 
under these propositions, the 
council could abolish the fire 
commission, parks and recrea­ 
tion commission, and library 
board. 
A case might be made for 
abolishing the fire commission. 
It was set up because at the 
time the charter was adopted, 
San Rafael had an all-volunteer 
fire department and a commis­ 
sion was deemed necessary to 
keep city control of it. We 
doubt, however, that the city 
council would seriously consi­ 
der abolishing the parks and 
recreation commission or the 
library board. 
Some future city council 
might, though — if the way 
were left open by the proposed 
charter amendments. 


W E DO NOT like backdoor 
methods. If the council wants 
to abolish a charter-created 
commission, its abolishment 
should be put up to the voters 
not a device by which it 
could be abolished under the 
guise of changing the number 
of members. 
We see no necessity for in­ 
creasing or decreasing the 
membership of any of these 
boards. A five-member board is 
probably the most workable 
size. 
We therefore recommend re­ 
jection of Propositions II, J and 
K . 


Adapting Raccoons 


Zoologists say that by de­ 
stroying and changing the wild, 
wooded areas of Marin to sub­ 
dued suburbs loaded with cats 
and dogs, we destroy the natu­ 
ral habitat of the wild crea­ 
tures. Unquestionably true. But 
some adapt to the altered habi­ 
tat with amazing tenacity. 
Raccoons, for example, don't 


give ground. They grow fat 
where lightpoles replace trees. 
Concrete culverts provide 
homes. 
Raccoons lived in California 
tens of thousands of years be­ 
fore the arrival of the Indians. 
They are not going to be dispos­ 
sessed by any late-coming up­ 
starts.

Transit plans of vital interest to Marin 
are being drafted with virtually no in­ 
volvement by Marin citizens. 
Decisions on stations and routings 
through San Francisco will be made 
entirely by San Francisco citizens unless 
Marinites wake up and join the citizen 
panel advising Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict consultants who are planning the 
future rapid transit system 
The consultants made a real effort to 
involve representatives of Marin groups 
in the panel, but with little result 
If 
Marin citizens leave the job to political 
infighting among San Francisco groups, 
the result may lx» a transit system that 
fails to serve the very people using it 
Details of the study will be explained 
by the board of control of the Golden 
(late Corridor Transportation Study, 
which oversees the consultants' work, at 
7 30 p.m. today in the planning commis­ 
sion chambers of the Marin Civic Center. 
The citizen pane! will hold its first 
meeting in Marin at 8 p m on April 1<* in 
Sausalito's Central School. Membership 
on the panel still is open to anyone.

PET ER Z ELI, 
Marinites elected to run the new Region­ 
al Citizens Forum were conservative 
Republicans' The forum, after all. was 
spawned by the Association of Bay Area 
Governments, which hardly qualifies as a 
conservative's ideal mother. It is only 
one step from regionalism to the horrors 
of world government, in the eyes of many 
conservatives. 
Checking further, we found that up to 
15 of the 20 persons elected to the 
coordinating committee have been active 
in conservative causes and organizations.

A lot of pollution 
could be stopped quickly by driving 
lighter cars. 


BIG CTTS IN MILITARY MANPOW­

can come from slimming the armed 
forces, primarily the Army. 
Plan now is to cut total manpower by 
at least one million during the coming 12 
months. Now that withdrawal from Viet­ 
nam is at point of completion, ground 
troops will be reduced to near zero in 
Korea, Taiwan, the Phillipines and Thai­ 
land.

Sickness Enters 'Women's Lib' 
When It Means Rejecting Child 


It’s never made much sense 
to throw the baby down the 
drain just because the bath 
water was dirty. 
If the old expression is taken 
literally, the concept becomes 
more than illogical — it’s sick. 
I see nothing but logic in 
women receiving the same pay 
when they do the same jobs as 
men; certainly, they ought to 
have the same legal rights. 
Further, in today’s world where 
homemaking and child-rearing 
are not necessarily full-time 
jobs, there are no real reasons 
why girls should aim for any 
but the kind of careers they 
really want. 
But if, in order to accomplish 
these logical, sensible and de­ 
sirable goals, we women have 
to throw out the babies, literal­ 
ly. logic not only is lost — 
sickness has set in. 


“MY 18-YEAR SENTENCE 
will be up in eight years from 
now when society officially re­ 
leases me from parenthood,” a 
woman writes in the current 
issue of the Marin Women's 
News Letter. 
She also said that her “ will 
was severed... her psyche was 
permanently twisted” and her 
“ spirit was broken” by bearing 
a child she did not want. She 
claims that she is a victim of 
“ cherubic Homan Catholic 
priests, right-to-life matrons 
and sober patriarchal judges” 
who “ raped my right to a 
meaningful life out of me forev­ 
er.” 
Having children is a choice 
that both men and women can 
make to an extent today that 
was never possible before. 
Even if an unwanted child is 
born, there are still many men 


and women who would like very 
much to give the baby a home 
and love. 
For a woman who thinks she 
has been sentenced to 18 years 
of servitude because her "body 
was used forcibly as an incuba­ 
tor’’ to keep and rear a child is 
unspeakable. 
For this woman, most of us 
can feel only disgust — and for 
her child, presumably a 10- 
year-old who might even read 
the mother's article, indescrib­ 
able sympathy. 


AS A “LIBERATED" woman, 
this reporter receives the same 
pay, works the same hours as 
the men beside her. There have 
been no special favors — I've 
covered riots, demonstrations 
and Hell’s Angels events and 
have seen both men and women 
reporters looking shaken and 
scared. 
Whatever the experiences 
have been, frightening, reward­ 
ing or dull — it’s never oc­ 
curred to me that I was sup­ 
posed to reject my children in 
order to be more of a free 
woman. 
For those who don't want the 
experiences of parenthood — 
that’s their prerogative. But in 
my view, they sure missed a 
part of the larger scheme of 
life. 
But that’s not the point. If 
women begin to think that in 
order to “ fulfill” themselves, 
they have to reject children — 
or for that matter, men. or any 
other large group of people — 
the whole concept becomes 
sick. 
Furthermore, such sickness 
seems sure to set back the 
attainment of the goals that can 
benefit all of us. 


Who can have failed to sense 
that power no longer belongs to 
the politicians and generals, the 
old historic repositories? In a 
not-quite-comprehended way 
they have become the victims 
as well as the enforcers — like 
us, the people to whom things 
are done. 
Titular leaders, they are at 
the mercy not only of new’ 
problems but of the elite few 
who can define them. 


MORE THAN 30 years ago 
Arthur Koestler wrote one of 
the most effective novels on 
communism of this century. Af­ 
ter more than 20 years on the 
frontiers of psychology and bi­ 
ology —“ The Roots of Coinci­ 
dence,” “ The Ghost in the Ma­ 
chine” 
— 
the 
author 
of 
“ Darkness at Noon” has re­ 
turned to fiction. 
Only now he is not dramatiz­ 
ing men and women caught up 
in a political revolution but in 
the so-called “ knowledge explo­ 
sion” — a redistribution of pow­ 
er which, he suggests, has left 
politicians in the position of 
“ performing seals in a circus, 
balancing balls on their snouts 
—balls filled with dynamite,” 
or rather nuclear minibombs. 
Who are the new brokers of 
power? “ The Call Girls” Mr. 
Koestler dubs them rather bit­ 
terly in the title of his latest 
novel. Meaning, the specialists, 
the avantgardistes of this dis­ 


cipline and that, who “ get a 
long-distancn telephone call 
from some professional at some 
foundation or university — ‘sin­ 
cerely hope you can fit it into 
your schedule — it will be a 
privilege to have you with us — 
return fare economy class and 
a modest honorarium. . .’ ” 


NOBEL PRIZE-WINNERS 
and near-Nobel prize-winners, 
these brilliant migrants tour 
the circuits —a futurology sym­ 
posium in Stockholm, an ecolo­ 
gy congress in Mexico City — 
preaching their own particular 
promises of salvation. 
The biologist begs to be al­ 
lowed to drop “ anti-hostility 
agents” in the water supply. 
The neurosurgeon triumphantly 
demonstrates his “ behavior- 
controlling" electrodes in the 
brains of monkeys —and hu­ 
mans. The psychologist insists 
“ the answers to man’s predica­ 
ment would emerge literally 
from the cradle": infant condi­ 
tioning. There is the inevitable 
text: “ Computerizing the Fu­ 
ture.” 
Here are the territorial gov­ 
ernors —at least in the theory 
— of “ Brave New World." 


MR. KOESTLER SETS his 
New Schoolmen, intoxicated 
from sessions with UNESCO 
and the President's Advisory 
Council, around a conference 
table in an Alpine village dis­ 
cussing “ Approaches to Surviv­ 


al" under the sponsorship of the 
International Academy of Sci­ 
ence and Ethics. “ A tragicome­ 
dy," he subtitles his little scen­ 
ario, which can be roughly 
described as a modern version 
of the Tower of Babel. 
Made both arrogant and pan­ 
icked by what they know and 
think they know. Mr. Koestler’s 
knowledge-priests rather hys­ 
terically vacillate between 
grand schemes and grand de­ 
spairs. Will nobody listen? Will 
nobody listen in time? Why do 
these other charlatans with 
their shameless tricks, their 
obviously phony panaceas, get 
all the attention? 
Clearly doomsday is no cure 
for petty vanities and childish 
jealousies. 


ONE CANNOT DOUBT that 
Mr. Koestler has stated, more 
or less accurately, the dizzy 
predicament of the present and 
the near-future. Along with 
most of his fictional futurolo­ 
gists, he seems to feel that “ the 
survival of the human species 
is an unlikely possibility.” 
Along with most of his readers, 
he cannot abide that intolerable 
prospect. And so. through the 
voice of the chairman of his 
symposium, he argues mini­ 
mally that “ a warning must be 
affirming." not a smug procla­ 
mation of disaster by an “ ex­ 
pert" making a very good ca­ 
reer out of Apocalypse. 
Salvation by pills for elec­ 
trodes or behavioristic condi­ 
tions) is repugnant to Mr. Koes­ 
tler. As he said in “ The Ghost 
in the Machine,” he would vast­ 
ly prefer “ spiritual rebirth.” 
But though he may satirize his 
“ call girls,” he knows, like 


them, that the moment is upon 
us. Whatever we call “ man” or 
“ human nature” must demon­ 
strate higher possibilities than 
in the past. With new powers 
and old aggressions, the odds 
against muddling through have 
skyrocketed. 
What do cautionary tales like 
“ The Call Girls" finally say? 
That man’s crisis may be spiri­ 
tual, but its solution is no long­ 
er being left to the spirit. The 
challenge to those who still 
believe in “ spiritual rebirth" is 
unequivocal. They, too. are 
being called. They must prove 
in day-to-day life that Jonathan 
Swift’s terrible accusation was 
wrong: "We have just enough 
religion to make us hate, but 
not enough to love each other."

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Judge In Magee 
Trial Is Rapped 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Ruchell Magee cursed the 
judge, and his attorney accused 
the jurist of trying to coerce a 
fatigued, deadlocked jury which 
completed its seventh straight 
day of deliberations Sunday 
night. 
Bernard Suares, foreman of 
the jury of six men and six 
women, told Superior Court 
Judge Morton R. Colvin the 
panel was “ hopelessly dead­ 
locked.'’ But the judge urged 
jurors to keep trying to reach a 
verdict. 
Suares said the jury was split 
10-2 on the murder charge and 
11-1 on the kidnaping com­ 
plaint. He gave no indication 
whether the majority was for 
conviction or acquittal. 
“ Further deliberation is of no 
use,” said Suares. “ We are 
hopelessly deadlocked.” 
Before being locked in their 
hotel rooms for the night, the 
panel completed nearly 50 
hours of deliberations since re­ 
ceiving the case last Monday. 
This was a California record for 
length of deliberation, surpass­ 
ing the 46 hours it took a jury to 
convict mass murderer Juan 


Corona and the 43 hours anoth­ 
er panel needed to convict cul- 
tist Charles Manson. 
Magee was ordered removed 
from the courtroom when he 
called Colvin “ a hypocrite son 
of a bitch” for failing to heed 
his request to have a court 
stenographer slow down in his 
rereading of 10 pages of cross 
examination. 
The jury asked for the re­ 
reading of Magee’s testimony 
relating to the kidnapping of 
judge and six hostages during 
an escape try from a Marin 
County courtroom, resulting in 
the killing of Judge Harold J. 
Haley, near three years ago. 
Defense attorney Robert Car- 
row labeled as “ coercive” the 
judge’s ordering of the jury to 
continue deliberations until it 
reaches a verdict. 
“ This court is not trying to 
coerce the jury in any way, 
shape or form,” said Colvin. 
Carrow then asked how long 
the judge planned to keep the 
jury deliberating. 
“ I’ll let you know in due 
course,” said Colvin, who or­ 
dered the panel to resume de 
liberations today. 


Wounded Knee Talks 
Show Progress Signs 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (UPI) - 
Negotiators in the Wounded 
Knee standoff meet for the 
third consecutive day today in 
an effort to end the 34-day-old 
occupation of the hamlet by 
militant members of the Ameri­ 
can Indian Movement. 
As the two sides prepared for 
the meeting, AIM attorney Ra­ 
mon Roubideaux expressed op­ 
timism that the confrontation 
between armed Indians occupy­ 
ing Wounded Knee and govern­ 
ment forces ringing the hamlet 
was “ very' close to settled.” 
However, Kent Frizzell, the 
Justice Department’s chief ne­ 
gotiator, did not echo Roubi- 
deaux’s optimism. He said be­ 
tween negotiating sessions, 
AIM militants continued to 
smuggle ammunition into the 
besieged hamlet, where some 
160 armed AIM supporters con­ 
tinued the occupation in defi­ 
ance of both federal and Oglala 
Sioux tribal authorities. 


Twin Cities 
Eye Joint 
Cooperation 


The Corte Madera Town 
Council will consider a friendly 
overture from its twin city, 
Larkspur, at its meeting at 7:30 
p.m. today at the town hall. 
Larkspur's mayor, William 
G. Flee kies, in a letter to Corte 
Madera’s mayor, Holmes S. 
NorvUle, has asked if Corte 
Madera is interested in consoli­ 
dating some services and doing 
cooperative planning. 
The overtures are prompted 
by the Larkspur Town Meeting, 
which has suggested the towns 
investigate sharing tax reve­ 
nue, particularly that from fu­ 
ture developments. 
Currently both towns are 
\ ying for a regional shopping 
center, while larkspur has ap­ 
proved development of the San 
Quentin Peninsula. The Golden 
Gate Bridge District’s new fer­ 
ry' terminal is to be located in 
Larkspur. 
The Larkspur City Council 
has suggested a committee be 
appointed by the Twin Cities to 
investigate cooperative plan­ 
ning and consolidation of serv­ 
ices. 
In other action at tonight’s 
meeting, Corte Madera councii- 
men will ho asked to award a 
contract for a $22,345.67 elec­ 
tronic accounting machine. 


Following Sunday’s negotiat­ 
ing session, Frizzell revealed 
that between 20 and 25 AIM 
supporters were sighted by gov­ 
ernment forces Saturday night 
carrying ammunition into the 
Wounded Knee perimeter be­ 
tween federal roadblocks Nos. 4 
and 5. 
He said “ two or three” of the 
ammunition carriers were ar­ 
rested and that federal officers 
confiscated one knapsack con­ 
taining rifle ammunition. 
In a joint news conference 
following Sunday’s three-hour 
meeting, Frizzell and Roubi­ 
deaux said AIM had submitted 
a list of 10 demands at the 
session and that there was 
agreement on some of the de­ 
mands. 


“ I think the progress has 
been remarkable,” Roubideaux 
said when asked for an assess­ 
ment of the situation of negotia­ 
tions. “ I think there is substan­ 
tial agreement on most points. I 
think we can reach an agree­ 
ment within the framework of 
these issues and I think the 
confrontation is very close to 
settled.” 
Roubideaux said that should 
agreement be reached on the 10 
points, 
AIM 
occupiers of 
Wounded Knee would give up 
the occupation and “ go to 
court.” 
Frizzell was noncommittal on 
the future prospects for nego­ 
tiations. 
“ I’m not as optimistic as 
some and not as pessimistic as 
some,” Frizzell said. He said 
there were a number of issues 
on which he would have to 
consult with his superiors in the 
Justice Department and the De­ 
partment of Interior while other 
issues would have to be settled 
by Congress.

Pianist Ohlsson 
Wired, Ready 


By PAUL LIBERATORE 
Like an athlete preparing to 
take the field, before a concert 
pianist Garrick Ohlsson is ‘‘like 
a m attress,” springy, tight, 
wired, ready to play. 


And, critics say, he does that 
as well as most pianists in the 
world, even more astounding 
since he will be only 25 tomor­ 
row, the day he is to take the 
stage with the Marin Symphony 
at 8 p.m. at the Mann Veterans 
Memorial Building. 


Ohlsson’s ascent to interna­ 
tional fame began when he won 
the Chopin International Com­ 
petition in Warsaw in 1970, the 
first American to do so. 
“That was a big baby,” he 
said. “Since then business has 
been good.” 
There have been concert 
tours of Europe, North Amenca 
and Japan, elegant receptions 
in his honor, recording dates, 
but Ohlsson, through it all, ap­ 
pears unaffected. 
‘I am interested in music, 
food and sex, in that order,” he 
laughed. “Isn’t everyone.” 
Ohlsson is large, gregarious 
and informal, smiles frequently 
and looks, at six feet four 
inches tall and 240 pounds, 
more like a professional foot­ 
ball player than a concert musi­ 
cian 
He is able to span 12 keys 
with his huge right hand and 11 
with his left and his physical 
size gives him, he said, “a 
tremendous reserve of power” 
when he plays, allowing him 
“ domination over the key­ 
board.” 
Ohlsson comes to Marin by 
way of Iceland en route to a 
concert in Detroit. “Not exactly 
on my way,” he said. But he 
played here last season and 
enjoyed it, so he accepted when 
he was invited back. 
The life of the concert pianist 
is not like the old Merle Oberon 
movies Ohlsson used to watch 
on television. 
It is hustle and go, airplanes 
and rehearsals and practice 
and talks at ladies’ clubs, a 
quick nap, the concert, more 
rehearsals and planes and so on 
through 60 performances a sea­ 
son. 
” 1 am basically a home 
body,” he said. “I get nervous 
and disoriented when I am 
away from home for more than 
three weeks at a time.

Ohlsson is primarily a per­ 
former rather than a composer 
and, he said, some of the great­ 
est performers have been for­ 
gotten, citing the case of Hoff­ 
man. in my wildest dreams can 
I be as great as he was,” he 
said, then smiled broadly and 
went on: “I mean I’m terrific 
and all that b u t. . .” 
Tomorrow night he will play 
Chopin's “Concerto No. 1 for 
Piano and Orchestra,” his play­ 
ing of which won him the Cho­ 
pin Competition. 
Hugo Rinaldi, director of mu­ 
sic for the San Rafael city 
schools, will be guest conductor 
of the Marin Symphony. He will 
conduct “Symphony No. 3” by 
Copeland and “Concerto for Vi­ 
olin, CeUo, Strings and Harpsi­ 
chord” by Vivaldi.

West opened the ten of dia­ 
monds, and East took the king 
and ace He needed two more 
tricks to defeat the contract 
How was he to get them? 
Before we go on to what East 
actually did. let's see what 
would happen if he made a 
routine lead, such as a small 
trump Declarer would win with 
the ace of trumps, would cash 
the ace of spades and would 
then lead a club to dummy's 
king in order to return a trump 
East would play low, but South 
would finesse with the ten as a 
safety play. 
SAFETY PLAY 
This safety play is the right 
way to handle the trumps when 
declarer has no problem in the 
other suits. Declarer takes one 
high trump and later leads the 
next trump toward his hand, 
with the intention of finessing 
unless the jack or queen ap­ 
pears. 
If the finesse wins, well and 
good; if it loses, only one trump 
will be left, and that can be 
picked up by the remaining top 
trump. 
East could see the safety play 
coming, for South was a very 
careful player. The best way to 
discourage South from execut­ 
ing the safety play was to make 
him fear that the defense could 
get a ruffing trick 
SCARED OFF 
Hence East 
returned his 
deuce of clubs at the third 
trick. South was frightened 
away from the safety play be 
cause he thought East had led a 
singleton club. 
South therefore hastily drewr 
trumps with the ace and king, 
thus giving East two trump 
tricks.

Craft And Sculpture 
Show Has Diversity

entries and a 
Maxon, and Bethea Wilson. 
No limit on 
flexible interpretation by the 
panel of jurors has produced an 
imaginatively diversified varie­ 
ty in the Marin Society of Art­ 
ists craft and sculpture show. 
It is not always possible to 
assess the motivation nor the 
stages of development which 
catapults a craft into an art 
form, but this transformation 
occurs most noticeably in Bon­ 
nie Himberg’s “ Bewitched,” — 
a woven hanging sculpture with 
folds, pouches, and feathers. 
Also in Matilda Franz’s woven 
“ Super-Shawl," and Jo Hant- 
man’s jutting macrame-and- 
weaving fetish object. 
Ceramics were one of the 
early media to emerge as 
sculpture. In this category 
Phyllis Lynch’s interlocking 
circles and Matilda Franz's 
graduated stacks of “ Porcelain 
Shadows” are intriguingly com­ 
pelling in their simplicity and 
sense of presence. 
Points of view tend to creep 
in no matter what! Catherine 
Gibson's huge, soft sculpture 
pair of almost human birds 
suggests male preference in 
their titles: “ He Is,” and “ A 
big new world.” And in Gayle 
Luchessa’s “ Wall Quilt No. 2,” 
there is both a direct appeal 
and a value judgment in her 
appraisal. 
A different kind of architec­ 
tural concept —a mobile city 
structure — is provided by Bill 
Lary’s “ Geometries.” A minia­ 
ture wooden skyscraper, it is 
mounted on an astroturf-lined 
movable dolly. 


Some decorative arts have 
also developed sculptural di­ 
mensions, to wit:the silver 
necklaces with a sculpted bird 
by Suzanne Roxon and those of 
Margaret Brewster with a but­ 
terfly of fossilized shell on one 
and a cube of Icelandic spar on 
the other. 


But not all of the entries are 
non functional Among the utili­ 
tarian objects — bowls, casser­ 
oles, pots, jars, vases, planters, 
and boxes — Chris Wagener’s 
“ Square Box with Lid,” Ber­ 
nadette Cole’s copper-red bot­ 
tle. Clell McKinney’s pierced 
steel candle pedestals, Myra 
Falch’s woven aqua and gold 
stole, and Ruth Bruce’s deli­ 
cately woven panel are several 
that stand out. 


In an exhibit of 113 items 
carefully and beautifully in­ 
stalled to allow each object 
maximum viewing space and 
attractive settings, there is am­ 
ple choice to engage one’s inter­ 
est and attention. 
Some that deserve special 
note are: Bernard Healy’s ‘‘In 
tarsia Wood Collage,” and the 
unusual picture-making stitch 
eries of Justine Carey, Helen

In Songs By 
Beethoven 


Tenor James Theodore Get- 
tys presented a lieder recital 
Saturday evening before 50 peo­ 
ple in the auditorium of the San 
Rafael Improvement Club 
which was decorated for the 
occasion with samples of the 
singer’s woodcuts and pastels. 
Gettys was at his best in the 
Six Beethoven Songs with texts 
by Gellert, for here he let loose 
his ringing top heldentenor 
notes and those lower, almost 
baritone notes, particularly in 
the famous “ Die Ehre Gottes 
aus der Natur” and “ Gottes 
Macht und Vorsehung.” 
Unfortunately, the pianissi- 
mos were frequently sung in a 
rather strained falsetto first a- 
parent in Mozart’s “ Cantate” 
which opened the program. Al­ 
though the Mozart text by Zie- 


genhagen celebrates the same 
Freemasonry theme as the Gel­ 
lert, the musical style is consid­ 
erably different from Beetho­ 
ven’s, and should be sung with 
a far lighter tone quality and 
more graceful mien than what 
we were offered. 
The interminable song cycle 
“ Blondina” by Charles Gounod 
gave the singer an opportunity 
to explore a wide range of 
musical and dramatic intensity. 
However, with the tenor’s dra­ 
matic credits in Europe, one 
expected more of the 19th-Cen­ 
tury romantic passion here and 
in Mahler’s “ Songs of a Way­ 
farer” which closed the pro­ 
gram. Perhaps it was Gettys’s 
dependence upon his scores, ut 
the

Miss Mouskouri 
varied the program with a heal­ 
thy smattering of French and 
English, and in a Flemish wind­ 
mill song about terminating 
love, she demonstrated why 
that part of Europe is unri­ 
valled in the production of 
chansons. Yet. Miss Mous­ 
kouri’s voice has more of the 
breathy sweetness of Joan Baez 
than the lustiness of Edith Piaff 
or Jacques Brel, and she used 
this quality to good effect in the 
popular “ Joie d’Amour” and a 
haunting song about young boys 
going off to war in which she 
was accompanied only by a 
three-note drum ostinato. 
Following a Greek bazouka 
song (in a style not unlike our 
Country-Western) about ten 
dancing men in a taverna, Miss 
Mouskouri left the stage in the 
competent hands of the Atheni­ 
ans, her back-up quintet of gui­ 
tars- bazoukas and percussion 
under the direction of her hus­ 
band George. 
In the first number, the group 
vividly highlighted the frequent

Czech Nonet Gives 
Great Performance

A superb group of nine musi- 
stood for the final ovation. 
cians known as the Czech Nonet 
gave an outstanding perform­ 
ance of rarely heard chamber 
works yesterday evening in the 
fourth concert of the Candle­ 
light Chamber Series in the Del 
Mar School Auditorium, Tib- 
uron. 
The solid professionalism of 
each member was combined 
with the precision and musi­ 
cianship of the grou as a 
whole. The audience applauded 
so enthusiastically at the end, 
that the Nonet played an en­ 
core, and the audience then 


scene from Aristophanes’ come­ 
dy “ The Birds,” in which each 
performer portrayed a different 
bird from an eagle to a chicken, 
rounded out their portion of 
their program. 
However, throughout the two 
hours of the concert excluding 
intermission, this male ensem­ 
ble supplied solid rhythmic and 
harmonic support to the singer. 
Particularly satisfying were 
their perfectly-blended modal 
harmonies which introduced the 
Greek Wilderness song which 
Miss Mouskouri used to close 
the first part of the show.

The Czech Nonet was founded 
in Prague in 1923. Although the 
membership of the group has 
varied over the years, its basic 
aim of publicizing and present­ 
ing works by Czech composers 
has not changed. Almost all of 
the contemporary pieces they 
play have been specifically 
written for the Nonet. 
The group is made up of four 
string instruments violin, vio­ 
la, cello and double bass), and 
five winds (flute, oboe, clarinet, 
bassoon and horn). This combi­ 
nation is almost a microcosm of 
a symphony orchestra. 
The first three works per­ 
formed were “ Nonet 1” (1952) 
by Jiri Jaroch, “ Nonet” (1959) 
by Bohuslav Martinu, and 
“ Dancing Preludes” (1955) by 
Witold Lutoslawski, a Polish 
composer. 


While none of these pieces 
was written in a very adven­ 
turesome contemporary idiom, 
being essentially neo-classical, 
they were a welcome relief 
from the more usual Baroque 
and classical offerings heard in 
most chamber concerts. 


But Matthews and the whole 
cast are sometimes slowed 
down by Merrick’s Viennese — 
waltz approach to the musicai 
score. 
When the show is clicking, 
it’s most entertaining. A lot of 
the credit belongs to Lx>u Nardi. 
His choreography is stylish but 
not too sophisticated for the 
collegians to execute. The bot- 
tle-scene is one of the compa­ 
ny’s better efforts. 
On the whole, the college 
coaches have given Matthews 


The second half of the pro­ 
gram was devoted to Beetho­ 
ven’s Septet, Opus 20, probably 
the best known of his early 
camber works. The Septet is 
scored for the four strings plus 
clarinet, bassoon and horn. 
The delightful piece is really 
a divertimento, a work of six 
movements written in a light 
and extremely entertaining 
manner. In the forth movement 
theme and variations, the play­ 
ers throw the musical line back 
and forth between each other, 
and the contrasts between in­ 
struments and the variety of 
timbres are marvelous. 
The musicians played this 
with the same attention to de­ 
tail and fine ensemble playing 
they demonstrated in the first 
half of the program. 
This is the second Marin 
County appearance of the Czech 
Nonet (the first was in I960), 
and if you weren’t there last 
night, don’t miss them when 
they come this way again. 


uniform cast support. Kathleen 
Quinlan, Karyn Nikas, Diane 
Schaal and Ericka Lutz are as 
pretty as pictures as Tevye’s 
daughters, and Bette Besuner 
takes to her role of Golde with 
verve. 
Robin Williams (Perchik), 
David Silverman (Mendel) and 
Mark Schwarz (Motel) add 
strength.

“ Tradition” “ Matchmaker” 
and “ If 1 Were A Rich Man” 
are the best-known songs. They 
have a lingering effect. 
It’s been too long between 
shows in the 600-seat theater. 
The place is warm and inti­ 
mate. 
Tickets for the pre-Russian 
revolutionary period musical, 
staged jointly by the music and 
drama departments may be 
hard to come by. It’s been 
reported the “ sold out” sign is 
up for remainder of the run. 
The finale is on April 15. 
For those who do have tick­ 
ets, the current exhibit in the 
theater’s art gallery lobby is 
just as rewarding as the musi­ 
cal.

LIVERPOOL, England (UPI) 
— .An expert on alcoholism said 
Sunday that the trend towards 
more sexual equality is causing 
more strain on women—and 
turning more of them to drink. 
W. H. Kenyon said the ratio 
of women alcoholics to men has 
changed from one in nine a few 
years ago to one in four or five 
now. 
“ The percentage of males to 
females is narrowing rapidly,” 
he said. “ It would seem that 
more equality with its added 
stresses and strains and equal 
pay with its added freedom is 
leading to more drinking in 
women.”

"A trip back to fundamental 
values” is the way Linda Lis­ 
com of Sausalito describes her 
travels on foot, bicycle and 
dugout canoe in Guatemala.

Reports Differ 
On Coffee Effect 


DURHAM. N.C. (UPI) — Cof­ 
fee drinkers: is java good or 
bad? You have a choice of 
reports and answers. One from 
Boston University and pub­ 
lished in Lancet, a British med­ 
ical journal, suggests a rela­ 
tionship between heavy coffee 
drinking and heart disease. 
But D. Siegfried Heyden, pro­ 
fessor of community health sci­ 
ences at Duke University, says 
his studies confirm earlier find 
ings to the contrary —that is. 
that there is no link between 
heavy coffee drinking and a 
high incidence of heart disease. 
He also found no significant 
difference between the choles­ 
terol. blood sugar and uric acid 
levels and blood pressure of 
heavy coffee drinkers and non­ 
drinkers of coffee.

Skin Cancer Antibodies

NOGALES, Ariz. (UPI) - A 
husband-wife research team 
said Sunday the blood of 80 per 
cent of American blacks may 
contain an effective tool for 
combatting malignant melan­ 
oma, a dangerous type of skin 
cancer. 
Dr. Karl-Eric Hellstrom and 
his wife Ingred, both faculty 
members at the University of 
Washington’s School of Medi­ 
cine in Seattle, said their dis­ 
covery was made by accident 
Their report to science writ­ 
ers came at a special seminar 
sponsored by the American 
Cancer Society. 
The Swedish-born scientists 
reported in the past that sub­ 
stances they call blocking anti­ 
bodies are apparently able to 
stop lymphocytes — disease 
fighting cells in the blood — 
from attacking cancer cells. 
This allows tumors to grow and 
kill patients. 
While trying to determine 
how these antibodies may Ix* 
unblocked, they “ completely by 
accident” stumbled on natural 
substances that do just this, 
they said. 
“ Serum from blacks seems to 
have this unblocking ability,” 
Mrs. Hellstrom said, and thus 


leaves the patient’s own lym­ 
phocytes free to attack the me­ 
lanoma tumors. About 80 per 
cent of America’s blacks seem 
to have that serum, she said. 
“ Blacks' plasma, the lympho­ 
cytes, seems to kill melanoma

but has no effect against nor­ 
mal cells or other types of 
tumors,” she said. 
She said that this skin cancer 
“ is very rare among Negroes in 
the United States although a 
different type of melanoma is 
found among African blacks. In 
fact, many clinicians I contact­ 
ed have never even seen a 
melanoma among blacks.” 
Melanoma is a free-spreading 
cancer difficult to cure. It is 
known, however, as the “ black 
cancer” because these tumors 
produce the melanin which is 
responsible for skin pigmenta­ 
tion. 
“ We’re saying that plasma 
from blacks may be able to 
change the picture (of malig­ 
nant melanoma) in the favora­ 
ble way,” she said. 
“ We think it will take two or 
three years before we know 
anything.” 
Mrs. Hellstrom mphasized 
that their research in the use of 
Negro lymphocytes has been 
restricted to test tubes only. 
Her husband said that the 
finding could eventually 
“ change the immunological pic­ 
ture.”

Whistles Carried 
To Thwart Thieves 


BOSTON (UPI) - Residents 
on Boston’s wealthy Beacon 
Hill plagued by a recent rash of 
holdups and muggings, have 
begun carrying whistles to call 
for help. 
“ We’re urging everyone on 
the hill to have a whistle,” said 
Dem cratic state Rep. Barney 
Frank, whose district includes 
the quiet, fashionable neighbor­ 
hood bordering the Massachu­ 
setts State House. 


NOGALES, Ariz. (UPI) - The 
same drug might save or kill a 
cancer patient, depending on 
the time of day the patient gets 
it. according to a researcher 
from the University of Minneso­ 
ta. 
Results of experiments on 
mice show that the body’s own 
cycles and rhythms have a 
pronounced effect on arabinosyl 
cytosine, a drug commonly 
used on cancer patients, said 
Dr. Franz Halberg. 
Halberg spoke Sunday to the 
American Cancer Society’s sci­ 
ence writers seminar. 
The problem with anti-cancer 
drugs, he said, is that in de­ 
stroying the cancer cells they 
also destroy the bone marrow 
tissue that manufactures the 
antibodies needed to protect 
against infections. 
Halberg cited studies showing 
that cancerous mice, treated 
with the drug, lived or died 
according to the time it was 
given, and the dosage pattern. 
The organs of the body follow 
“ circadian rhythms,” he said, 
becoming more or less active at 
certain times in a 24-hour cycle. 
Mice receiving the drug in 
fixed doses at three hour inter­ 
vals died, Halberg said. 
Those that received the same 
amount of the drug, but in 
gradually increasing and de­ 
creasing doses at three hour 
intervals, survived, apparently 
because the strongest dosages 
were administered when the 
bone marrow' cells were dor­ 
mant and least susceptible to 
damage, and the lowest dos­ 
ages were given when the mar­ 
row cells were most sensitive, 
he said. 
In applying the research find­ 
ings to humans, he said, there 
is the problem of determining 
what the individual patient’s 
cycles are, “ but the least we 
could do to get things started is 
to give the drugs at the times 
we found to be best for mice.” 
Dr. Robert A. Good, president 
of the Sloan-Kettering Memori­ 
al Cancer Institute in New 
York, who aided in the study, 
said some of its principles 
would be applied at his hospi­ 
tal.

Parachutist Plummets To Death 


ELSINORE, Calif. (UPI) - A 
skydiver. his wrists apparently 
broken by a 150-mile-per-hour 
collision with another parachu­ 
tist breaking away from a 
tricky 10-man star formation, 
struggled helplessly with his 
ripcord as he fell 3,500 feet to 
his death Sunday. 
Toby M. Radecke, 29, of Los 
Angeles, smashed to earth in a 
backyard in the Sedco Hills 
south of Lake Elsinore. 
John Y\ Hover, 21, of Loma 
Linda, Calif., a dental student, 
was knocked out by the impact 
with Radecke, seconds after 
Hover’s parachute opened. He 


was unconscious when he land­ 
ed. and was reported in fair 
condition at Loma Linda Medi­ 
cal Center with a possible bro­ 
ken spine and internal injuries. 
Both were veteran skvdivers. 
Hover had made 100 jumps and 
Radecke, who held an expert 
rating from the U.S. Parachute 
Association, was making his 
332nd kmp. 
With eight other parachutists, 
they bailed out of a twin-enginc 
Beeehcraft at 12.500 feet to 
form a star, a demanding and 
dangerous maneuver requiring 
control and nerve. Skvdivers

Changes In Baseball 
Don't Come Easily 


With the start of baseball season only three days 
away, fans around the nation are ready to go out 
and prove that the grand old sport is not dying, 
Interest, at least in the Bay Area, seems to be 
very high. 
This is especially true for the A s fans, running 
aver with enthusiasm which only a world champi­ 
onship can give you. Kindling a lot of this interest 
in the American League is the new designatec 
hitter rule which will keep the pitcher in the 
dugout while a slugger lumbers to the plate in his 
place. It puts nine batters in the lineup instead of 
eight and a pitcher. 


THE NATIONAL LEAGUE didn't adopt the rule 
and it's too bad. Much of the citizenry of the U.S., 
including sports followers, want changes of all 
kinds. They're demanding changes “ Now!” Base­ 
ball, more than other sports, is reluctant to make 
changes. The leaders don't want to tamper with 
the rules. But a change such as the DH rule will 
add to the game and build up interest, and this 
will be advantageous to the A.L. 
Too many times the situation comes up when a 
team intentionally walks the No. 8 man with two 
outs so it can throw to the pitcher who usually 
strikes out or pops up. If that No. 8 man is walked 
now, the pitcher will have to face some slugger 
who does nothing but sit in the dugout until it's his 
turn to swing a bat. He's the specialist, such as 
the place kicker in football. 
American League officials, in hopes of ending 
talk that baseball hasn't changed in the last three 
quarters of a century, have come up with a list ot 
changes in the ame from 1887 to the present. 


H E R E 'S A LIST of the changes: 
1887 — The strike zone was established at the 
top of the shoulders to the bottom of the knee. 
1891 — Substitutes were permitted for a reason 
other than injury. 
1893 — The distance between the plate and the 
pitcher’s rubber was set at 60 feet, 6 inches. 
1895 — The infield fly rule adopted with one out 
and first and second or first, second and third 
bases occupied. 
1901 — Revision of the infield fly rule to no outs 
as well as one out. 
1920 — Abolishment of the spit ball (Don't tell 
Gaylord Perry). 
1926 — A ground rule double l'cr a ball batted 
over a fence less than 250 feet from the plate. 
1931 — A fair ball bouncing through or over a 
fence or into the stands ruled6a ground rule double 
and not a home run. 
1950 — The strike zone defined as from the 
armpit to the top of the knee. 
1963 — The strike zone defined as from the top 
of the shoulder to the bottom of the knee. 
1969 — The strike zone changed to the armpit to 
the top of the knee.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Ken 
Norton never touched a barbell 
but it’s hard to believe. 


At 6-3 and 210 pounds, Norton 
has a physique that belongs in a 
w eightlifter’s magazine. A 
physical fitness addict, he has a 
47 Vi-inch expanded chest and a 
30-inch waist. 


At 28. Norton is a former 
Marine Corps corporal and a 
former Joe Frazier sparring 
partner After his big victory 
over Muhammad Ali Saturday. 
Norton is a former nobody 


Now he’s a somebody 
The San Diego heavyweight, 
who spent 4 Vi years in the 
Marines, is a tough boxer- 
puncher who was able to move 
well enough to catch Ali—even 
though it was a slowed-down- 
by-age Ali, 


Norton, a former high school 
track, basketball and football 
star, began his pro career with 
a fifth round knockout over 
Grady Brazell in 1967. Until 
Saturday, that might have been 
the high point of his career. 


His eighth round knockout 
loss to Venezuela’s Jose Luis 
Garcia in 1970 at Los Angeles 
haunted him. 


“ We tried for two years to get 
a rematch,” said Eddie Futch, 
N orton’s train er. “ They 
wouldn’t give us one. Now they 
can chase us.” 


Because he was so highly 
regarded by the top-ranking 
heavyweight contenders and 
had virtually no reputation, the 
rugged Norton had trouble get­ 
ting fights. His biggest previous 
purse before his $50,000 payday 
during the weekend was $7,500. 


“ This win is going to open a 
lot of doors,” Futch said. 


Futch, who predicted Nor­ 
ton’s shocker over Ali, and Nor­ 
ton insist that Norton can beat 
Houston strongboy George 
Foreman.

The 
Mets will be stronger with Rus­ 
ty Staub playing a full season 
and Felix Millan and Bud Har- 
relson giving them an outstand­ 
ing double play combination. 
The Mets were 8-6 over the 
Pirates in their 1972 season 
series and can beat them in a 
clutch series. The Cubs will 
play about the same as they 
have the last three seasons. The 
Expos will be improved and 
could finish fourth if the Cardi­ 
nals don't hit any better than 
they did last season. The Phil­ 
lies just haven't got enough 
strengths to make a move to­ 
ward contention even with 
Steve Carlton starting every 
fourth game. 
— It is just not realistic to 
favor a team over a six-month 
tournament which has as many 
pitching questionmarks as the 


Reds. The Astros have a bril­ 
liant young star in Cesar Ced- 
eno, a batting order which 
scored more runs than any 
other team in the league last 
season and a manager in Leo 
Durocher who is at his best in 
this sort of situation. Remem­ 
ber that the Reds finished 
fourth in 1971 and lost both 
World Series in which they 
have played in the last three 
years. The Dodgers, Braves 
and Giants are all in varied 
states of transition and aren’t 
likely to be contenders. The 
Padres still have all the weak­ 
nesses of newly-formed expan­ 
sion teams. 
— A four-team race with the 
Yankees, Red Sox, Orioles and 
Tigers finishing under a blanket 
of seven or eight games. An 
argument can be made to pick 
the first four in any sequence 
but the feeling here is that Lee 
MacPhail’s patient rebuilding 
program will pay off, that the 
Red Sox missed their chance 
last season, that the Orioles will 
still have serious offensive 
problems this season and that 
the Tigers just can’t be expect­ 
ed to win out two years in a row 
in this closely-matched situa­ 


tion. The Indians and Brewers 
appear to have improved them­ 
selves with winter trades but 
can’t make it into contention. 
— For all their defensive and 
possible pitching problems, the 
White Sox are by far the strong­ 
est offensive club in the league. 
The defending world champion 
Athletics, with the best pitching 
in the league, will make a 
gallant run but be beaten by a 
team with more guns. The An­ 
gels, Twins and Royals will 
finish only a few games apart 
but quite a distance behind the 
White Sox and Athletics. Rang­ 
er fans can expect a season of 
expermentation. The Rangers 
will still be trying to resolve 
problems in August that other 
teams solved in March. 


The playoffs and the World 
Series? 


The Pirates will beat the As­ 
tros in the NL playoffs and the 
White Sox will beat the Yan­ 
kees in the AL playoffs. Then 
the White Sox will beat the 
Pirates in a World Series which 
will be long remembered for its 
slugging.

Federal Gift Tax Returns Now 
Due Quarterly, And Not Yearly 


Federal gift tax returns are now required 
quarterly instead of annually. 
T hat’s right. If you m ade gifts within any 
calendar quarter beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1971, to any one donee of more than $3,000 for 
the calendar year or a gift of a future interest 
in property regardless of the value then you 
must file a tax return on Form 709. 
These are individual returns and joint 
returns are not perm itted 
Only individuals are required to file as 
donors. However, if gifts are 
m ade by trusts, estates, part­ 
nerships or corporations, the 
individual beneficiaries, part­ 
ners or stockholders become 
donors and may incur a liabili­ 
ty under the federal gift tax 
law. 
The return must be filed on 
before the 15th day of the

There arc 
penalties for delinquent returns 
and for delinquent paymen* of 
tax unless due to reason ibie 
cause. There are penalties for 
willful failure to file a return on 
tim e 
There is a specific exemption 
of $30,000 for each individual 
during his lifetime as well as 
the annual exclusion of $3,000 to 
any one donee during a calen­ 
dar year. 
However, if a gift is made in 
excess of the annual exclusion 
of $3,000 to any one donee, but 
less than the $30,000 specific 
exemption, you m ust file a re­ 
turn anyway even though no 


tax may be due. 
Gift taxes are complicated 
and you should see your tax 
advisor if you have made any 
gifts. 
Gift taxes are filed on Form 
709 and this form comes com­ 
plete with the instructions. 
If the gift is made anytim e 
between Jan. 1 and March 31, 
the return is due May 15; be­ 
tween April 1 and June 30, the 
return is due Aug. 15; between 
July 1 and Sept. 30, the return 
is due Nov. 15; between Oct. 1 
and Dec. 31, the return is due 
Feb. 15. 
The California rules for filing 
gift tax returns have also been 
changed and California returns 
are now due at the same time 
as the federal returns. 
However, almost all of the 
other California rules are dif­ 
ferent than the federal so be 
sure to follow the California 
instructions separately. 
If you have m ade such a gift 
anytim e and have not filed a 
gift tax return, you should do so 
im m ediately to avoid further 
interest and penalties.

ricaded themselves inside a Ko­ 
rean police guardbox for more 
than nine hours today, demand­ 
ing honorable discharges from 
the Army, immunity from pros­ 
ecution and transportation out 
of Korea. 
The soldiers. Spec. 5 Michael 
McDonald. 25, of Oakland, Cal­ 
if and PFC Terry Hergert, 22, 
of St. Johns. Wash, surrendered 
to U.S. officials about 7:45 p.m. 
(5:45 a.m. EST> after two bud­ 
dies convinced them to give up. 
McDonald and Hergert took a 
small arsenal inside the police 
guardbox, including at least 
three light machine guns, two 
shotguns, two M16 rifles, two 
grenade launchers, three cases 
of grenades and a large store of 
ammunition. 
Witnesses said they also had 
a supply of food. 
“ They could have filled a 
delivery van,” a witness said. 
Police boxes are detached 
sentry boxes or one-room of­ 
fices where a policeman is on 
duty many hours a day, some­ 
times continuously. They are 
located in almost every neigh­ 
borhood in Japanese and Kore­ 
an cities, where most people 
don't have telephones and 
might need to reach a police­ 
man quickly to report trouble. 
Military spokesmen said the 
two gave up peacefully after 
tw‘o friends, PFCs Johnnie A. 
Dunn and Steven Zimmerman, 
pleaded with them to drop their 
demands and return to military 
control. 
Their surrender ended a day 
of tense confrontation between 
the two soldiers and nearly 100 
American and South Korean 
troops and policemen on Nam- 
soan Hill in Seoul. 
Army spokesmen said no 
charges were filed immediately 
against the two soldiers. 
They were stationed at Camp 
Humphreys. Pyongtaek, Korea, 
35 miles south of Seoul. 
The spokesman said three 
Korean policemen and five ci­ 
vilians also spent the day in the 
police box. but he said the 
Koreans were not held hostage. 
Gen. D. V. Bennett, com­ 
mander-in-chief of U.S. forces 
in Korea, came to the hill, but 
did not talk to the two soldiers. 
According to Korean police 
sources. McDonald and Hergert 
came to the police box at about 
8:30 A.M. in an army truck 
loaded with the weapons. They 
stayed at the police box along 
with the unsuspecting three po­ 
licemen for about two hours, 
and then moved to take control 
of the place, the sources said. 
No shots were fired during 
the confrontation, U.S. military 
officials said.
